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U.N. renews Cyprus debate 

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — The Security Council resumed its 
debate on Cyprus Friday and four more countries joined the 
Cypriot government in calling on Turkish-Cypriots to end their 
declaration of a separate republic. Ambassador Ahmad Tawfik 
.Khalil of Egypt expressed “grave concern” at efforts by the Tur- 
kish minority on the divided Mediterranean island to establish a 
separate state. He was joined by the ambassadors of Australia, 
Ecuador and Y ugoslavia. The council held a second day of debate 
on a complaint by the Cypriot government of President Spyros 
Kyprianou. No formal resolution had been introduced, but the 
Kyprianou government says it wants the council to consider ado- 
pting sanctions against Turkey. However, since sanctions would 
be unacceptable to the United States and Britain, Turkey's North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation allies on the council, the Cypriot 
government has indicated it would settle for a milder con- 
demnation.

AMMAN (J.T.) — Maltese Minister of Industry C. Vella arrived 
here Friday heading a Maltese economic delegation on a two-day 
official visit to Jordan. In a statement to the Jordanian News 
Agency, Petra, Mr. Vella said he would convey a verbal message 
lo His Majesty King Hussein from Malta's Prime Minister Dom 
Mintov. Mr. Vella will hold talks with Minister of Industry, Trade 
and Tourism Dr. Jawad Al Anani on economic and trade relations 
-between Malta and Jordan, in addition to discussing means of 
strengthening and promoting these relations. The possibility of 
concluding an economic and tourist agreement between Malta 
an d Jordan will also be discussed. Dr. Anani told the Jordan 
Times. The Maltese minister. Dr. Anani added will also meet with 
the ministers of supply and transport and discuss with them co- 
operation in the fields of supply and transport between the two 
countries. 
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U.N. chief 
to tour Mideast 

UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar will make a fact-finding 
trip* to Egypt. Lebanon. Syria. 
Jordan and Israel, in that order, 
next month in a bid to revive peace 
efforts. Announcing the tour, his 
spokesman said Friday: “The sec- 
retary general does not think he 
has a magic formula to solve the 
Middle East problem. He is going 
to assess the situation for him- 
self."

BEIRUT (API — A local leader 
of an Israeli-backed militia was 
shot to death Friday in the Ain AJ 
Helweh refugee camp in Sidon. 
police said. Police in Sidon said 
two men on a motorcycle shot the 
man. identified only by the cod- 
enarae Abu Sultan, with a 
silencer-equipped pistol and then 
sped off. Lebanese reporters quo- 
ted witnesses as saying Israeli for- 
ces sealed off the Palestinian ref- 
ugee camp on the edge of Sidon. 
40 kilometres south of Beirut, and 
would not allow anyone in or out. 

Britain deports 
two Libyans 

LONDON (R) — Britain Friday 
deported two Libyans and accused 
the Libyan government of pla- 
nting pistols In a safe in the des- 
erted British embassy in Tripoli. 
The Libyan authorities reported 
finding five pistols, ammunition 
and tear gas cannisters in the emb- 
assy two days after British aut- 
horities said they found an arms 
cache in the former Libyan emb- 
assy in London. -

The last ele- 
ctions were held on June 20, 1980. 

Moscow assails 
Chinese ‘provocations’ 

MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
Union, in its second verbal attack 
on China in as many days, on Fri- 
day accused Peking of mounting 
unjustified “armed provocations" 
against Vietnam and condemned 
the Chinese policy as “extremely 
myopic." The statement came just 
one day after the official news 
agency TASS issued a critique for 
the conduct of Chinese leaders 
during U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan's recent visit to Peking, 
accusing them of failing to criticise 
his “dangerous" policies and war- 
ning them against being tempted 
to join Mr. Reagan's “anti-Soviet 
crusade."

Arafat leaves after 4 very 
fruitful, successful’ talks

AMMAN — Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat 
Friday left for Kuwait on his way to China 
after winding up two days of talks with His 
Majesty King Hussein and senior Jordanian 
officials which he described as “very fruitful 
and successful.” 


The PLO chairman told a press 
conference here Thursday that his 
visit to China comes within a 
Jordanian-PLO plan to campaign 
for international support for the 
Palestinian cause. He said that his 
discussions in Amman with King 
Hussein also covered various iss- 
ues related to his planned talks 
with Chinese leaders in Peking. 

Jordan and the PLO agreed in 
March to launch an international 
campaign to rally support for their 
joint efforts to achieve a just and 
durable settlement to the Pal- 
estinian problem and peace in the 
Middle East. 

During Mr. Arafat’s three-day 
visit which concluded Friday, top- 
level Jordanian and PLO officials 
held two rounds of talks. A four- 
hour meeting Wednesday bet- 
ween King Hussein and Mr. Ara- 
fat concluded with a joint sta- 
tement condemning “all attempts 
to move diplomatic missions" in 
Israel from Tel Aviv toJerusalem. 


TJ" statement was referring to 
proposals made by some U.S. 
congressmen to move the Ame- 
rican embassy in Tel Aviv to Jer- 
usalem: a step which would imply 
U.S. recognition of Israel’s claim 
that the Holy City is its “eternal, 
indivisible capital.” 

The joint Jordan- PLO sta- 
tement also said that the two sides 
have decided to call on Arab cou- 
ntries to provide help “in str- 
engthening the steadfastness and 
resistance of their Arab brothers 
in the Israeli-occupied ter- 
ritories." Under resolutions ado- 
pted during the 1 979 Arab sum- 
mit held in Baghdad oil-producing 
Arab states were committed to 
provide financial support for the 
Joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
Committee to Support the Ste- 
adfastness of the People in the 
Occupied Territories. The 
Jordan-PLO statement was app- 
arently referring to financial sup- 
port for -the committee; -which is 


currently facing a crisis because of 
non-adherence by some Arab 
countries to their commitments 
under the Baghdad resolutions. 

The statement also called for 
intensified efforts to find a pea- 
ceful solution to the 43-raonrh-oJd 
Iran-Iraq war. 

Detainees released 

Mr. Arafat met Prime Minister 
Ahmad ‘Obeidat on Thursday for 
a second round of Jordan-PLO 
talks “to bolster Jordanian- 
Palestinian co-ordination." No 
details were available on the 
Arafat- Obeidat meeting, but the 
PLO chairman told reporters 
Thursday that “the Jordanian 
government has released 46 Pal- 
estinian political prisoners (det- 
ained in Jordan) who were app- 
rehended on various charges.” 

Palestinian sources told the 
Jordan Times that the released 
detainees had been charged with 
crimes ranging from “subversive 
political activities’’ to “suspected 
involvement in sabotage and ter- 
rorist schemes" against the Jor- 
danian government Mr. Arafat 
Thursday praised the Jordanian 
government's decision to release 
the detainees and said it was 
aimed at“creating a better climate 
for Palestinians in Jordan." 

Commenting on the PLO’s con- 
flict with Syria over Damascus’ 
support for a rebellion within the 
Tanks-of Fateh; tbe-bigges t J 


raando movement within the 
PLO, Mr. Arafat said that the org- 
anisation has accepted all med- 
iation efforts to heal the rift. He 
added that Algeria, Saudi Arabia 
and the Soviet Union are inv- 
olved. among other countries, in 
the mediation efforts. He exp- 
ressed hope that the mediation 
efforts would reach “positive res- 
ults." 

“We, (the PLO and Syria) can- 
not afford but to work to heal the 
wounds and unity our stands 
in order to confront the common 
enemy.” Mr. Arafat said. 

He revealed that the Cairo- 
based PLO Executive Committee 
member, Ahmad Sidki Al Dajani. 
held talks with Syrian officials rec- 
ently as part of efforts to settle the 
PLO-Syrian conflict. 

The PLO chairman strongly 
denounced the U.S. policy in the 
Middle East and said that the 
“American support for Israel thr- 
eatens the Middle East with a 
huge explosion." 

“If the U.S. persists in its biased 
policies in the region," Mr. Arafat 
said, “the volcano in the Middle 
East will continue to simmer and 
would explode one day.” 

The recent setbacks the U.S. 
suffered in its policy in the Middle 
East, as reflected in the U.S. Mar- 
ine withdrawal from Lebanon and 
the abrogation of the 
Washington-brokered Lebanon- 
Israel troop withdrawal pact of

PARIS (R) — Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat was quoted Friday 
as saying he favoured direct peace 
talks between Israel and the Pal- 
estinians under the aegis of the 
United Nations. 

In an interview with the French 
daily. Le Nouvel Observateur. 
Mr. Arafat said he earnestly wan- 
ted peace in the Middle East but 
that the Palestinians could not 
renounce their military option “so 
long as Israel practised state ter- 
rorism.” 

Asked how he proposed peace 
be achieved, he said: “ Direct neg- 
otiations. The Israelis and us. 
under the aegis of the U.N." 


TUNIS (R) — Aides to Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat are con- 
fident that reconciliation talks 
scheduled for next week in Algiers 
will pave the way for reuniting the 
major PLO factions after a year of 
disputes over Mr. Arafat's lea- 
dership. 

The Algiers meeting, due to 
begin on Tuesday or Wednesday, 
is aimed at fixing a date for a 
long-delayed session of the Pal- 
estinian parliament in exile, the 
Palestine National Council 
(PNC). 

It will bring together rep- 
resentatives of Mr. Arafat’s dom- 
inant Fateh commando group with 
four dissident organisations, led 


Mr. Arafat did not specify whe- 
ther by “us" he meant the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), which Israel refuses to 
negotiate. , 

Mr. Arafat, the PLO chairman, 
was also asked whether he fav- 
oured mutual recognition by Isr- 
ael and his organisation. 

“I would be for a mutual rec- 
ognition by two states.” he said. 
The interview was conducted rec- 
ently in Tunis. 

An Israeli official Friday rej- 
ected Mr. Arafat’s comments say- 
ing, "the PLO is not a partner for 
us. The whole thing (interview) is 
one big lie."

Mr. Arafat's political adviser. 
Hani Al Hassan. said recently the 
Algiers meeting would be decisive 
in resolving the split and would 
last as long as necessary to prepare 
draft resolutions for the PNC. 

Diplomats here who keep a 
dose watch on the PLO agree that 
Mr. Arafat has made great snides 
in re- imposing his authority fol- 
lowing last May’s rebellion in 
Lebanon, but they add that deep 
suspicions remain and the key 
issue of Mr. Arafat's feud with 
Syria is still unresolved. 


BEIRUT (R) — Lebanese Shfite 
leader Nabih Beni, commander of 
the powerful paramilitary mov- 
ement AraaL Friday held out aga- 
inst attempts to persuade him to 
join Prime Minister Rashid Kar- 
amfs new national unity, gov- 
ernment. 

A senior Amal official repeated 
Mr. Berri’s objections to taking 
part and said the Shfite mov- 
ement would under no cir- 
cumstances accept the cabinet in 
its present form. 

Amal is the largest of the opp- 
osition militias fighting the Leb- 
anese army and right-wing groups 
in and around Beirut. Without its 
consent, the government Mr. Kar- 
ami announced on Monday has lit- 
tle chance of getting off the gro- 
und. 

Mr. Berri has told Mr. Karami 
he will serve under him only if the 
prime minister expands the cab- 
inet or creates portfolios for the 
south and for reconstruction to be 
held by Mr. Berri himself. 

Mr. Karami offered to make 
Mr. Bern chairman of a board 
responsible for the two tasks but 
Mr. Berri told a press conference 
Thursday the offer was ina- 
dequate. 

The prime minister told rep- 
orters Friday he was optimistic a 
solution could be found, since eve- 
ryone still showed good intentions 
and a willingness to co-operate. 

Ghassan Siblani, one of Mr. 
Beni* s chief aides, told Reuters: 
“The cabinet is not going to sur- 
vive in the form it was announced. 


It would be most dangerous for us 
to accept it.” 

Mr. Berri has accused Mr. Kar- 
arni of reneging on an agreement 
reached in Damascus last week 
under which Amal would have 
had five ministers and its mainly 
Druze Progressive Socialist Party 
(PSP) allies three in a 26-man cab- 
inet. 

Mr. Karamfs 10- man team inc- 
luded Mr. Bern and PSP leader 
Walid Junblatt but not in any of 
the important ministries — def- 
ence. finance, the interior or for- 
eign affairs. 

Mr. Junblatt and a third min- 
ister, Greek Orthodox Abdullah 
Rassi. have also boycotted Mr. 
Karamrscabinet. Mr. Junblatt out 
of solidarity with Mr. Berri and 
Mr. Rassi for technical reasons 
connected with the representation 
of the Marooite Christians. 

The Associated Press adds: As 
negotiations to end a deadlock 
over Muslim demands for a gre- 
ater role in the newly-formed cab- 
inet dragged on Friday, one cab- 
inet member warned of the pos- 
sible collapse of the “national 
unity" government. 

Salim Al Hoss. a Sunni Muslim 
former prime minister named min- 
ister of education and labour last 
Monday, said unless both Mr. 
Berri and Mr. Junblatt reverse 
their decisions not to serve in the 
cabinet, “ the government will col- 
lapse and this will entail negative 
repercussions."

PLO aides confident over 
talks to reconcile factions 


Israel says several Jewish terrorist cells uncovered 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Security age- 
nts have uncovered several Jewish 
terrorist cells in their planning sta- 
ges in addition to cracking a Jew- 
ish underground that launched 
previous attacks on Palestinians. 
Israel Radio said Friday. 

The independent cells were 
planning to attack groups of Pal- 
estinian students in the occupied 
West Bank, the radio said. Several 
people have been arrested and 
more arrests are expected, the 
radio reported without giving spe- 
cific numbers. 

The arrests are in addition to 35 
previously reported in connection 
with past attacks and attempted 
terror actions. Police have imp- 
osed an official blackout on the 
investigation and refuse to give ' 
out information. 

The radio said that one of the 


terror cells planned to attack Bir- 
zeit University near Ramallah on 
the West Bank. Biizeii has been a- 
centre of Palestinian nationalism 
and it has frequently been closed- 
for periods up to 90 days after 
anti-Israel student protests. 

Radio reports say police claim 
they have cracked almost all the 
unsolved attacks on Palestinians. 
Two brothers from Kiryat Arba 
near Hebron, said to be members 
of an elite military unit, rep- 
ortedly confessed to planting 
bombs on five Palestinian-owned 
buses last week and to a massacre 
of students at Hebron’s Islamic 
College last July. Four students 
died and more than 30 were wou- 
nded in the attack. 

Reports say that others are bel- 
ieved to have participated in these 
two attacks and 1 5 are under sus- 


picion of rigging bombs to the cars 
of three West Bank mayors four 
years ago. Two bombs exploded 
severely maiming two of the Pal- 
estinian mayors. 

The attempt to bomb Pal- 
estinian buses in the Arab sector 
of Jerusalem last week led to the 
discovery of a Jewish terrorgroup, 
after police were tipped off by an 
informer before the time-bombs 
exploded. They were set to det- 
onate during a peak travel hour 
and would have claimed scores of 
casualties. Israels media has rep- 
orted. 

The new arrests apparently 
point to the discovery of an ever- 
widening network of groups and 
cells in the West Bank as the inv- 
estigation by police and the ‘Shin 
Bet’ general security service con- 
tinued. 


Truckbombs found 

Meanwhile, the Jordanian 
News Agency. Petra, said reports 
reaching Amman from the occ- 
upied territories indicate that 
trucks loaded with dynamite were 
located in residential areas of 
many Arab towns and villages. 
The reports said that the trucks 
were timed to explode at a time 
when the Arab citizens were ret- 
urning home from work. Petra 
said. 

The reports noted that most 
buses in the occupied West Bank 
were immobile and large number 
of Arab workers working in Israel 
did not report to work for fear of 
explosives inside the buses, acc- 
ording lo Petra. Several Jewish 
terrorist groups had warned the 
•Arab workers not to work inside 
Israel, the agency said. 


Assassinated Palestinian journalist 


to be laid to final rest in Jordan

AMMAN — The body of Pal- 
estinian journalist Hanna Mukbel. 
who was shot dead by an uni- 
dentified gunman in Cyprus Thu- 
rsday. is expected to arrive in 
Amman Saturday for burial in 
Jordan. Palestinian sources said 
Friday. 

Mr. Mukbel. the Cyprus sec- 
retary of the Federation of Arab 
Journalists and head of the 
Nicosia-based AJ Sharq news 
agency, was shot dead on his way 
to work alongwilh a woman col- 
league. 

Reuters quoted eyewitnesses as 
sayiqg a gunman fired three shots 
from an automatic pistol before 
escaping by car. 

Police said later they were see- 
king a man aged 28 to 30 in con- 
nection with the shooting. 

The woman. Raymonda Farran. 
was injured in the shoulder and 
the hand but not seriously. 

In Cairo, the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) acc- 
used Israeli agents of murdering 
Mr. Mukbel, and said his death 
would not go unavenged. 

A statement issued by the Pal- 
estine news agency WAFA said: 
“The PLO strongly repudiates 
and condemns the treacherous 
terrorist methods which the Zio- ' 
nist intelligence agents and ass- 
assination squads resort to.” 

It expressed confidence that 
Cypriot security forces would 
catch the killers, but added: “The. 
PLO emphasises that it will not let 
these assassination squads flee 
without punishment." 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
Thursday condemned- the ass- ■ 
assinadon of Mr. Mukbel and des- 
cribed as an act of “cowardice.” 

Speaking at a press conference 
in Amman, Mr. Arafat indirectly 
accused the Syrian-based Abu 
Nidal group of assassinating Mr. 
Mukbel.“Eiements based in Syria 
are responsible for the ass- 
assination of Mukbel.” he said.

The PLO chairman and his 
deputy commander Khalil Al 
Wazir visited the house of a cousin 
of Mr. Mukbel in Amman to con- 
vey the PLO’s condolences. 

Palestinian sources told the 
Jordan Times that Mr. Mukbels’ 
parents are expected to arrive 
from Jerusalem Saturday to rec- 
eive the body of their deceased 
son. 

In Beirut, the Federation of 
Arab Journalists condemned the 
shooting of Mr. Mukbel called on 
other Arab journalists 
same. 

“While denouncing this ugly 
incident, the secretariat-general 
cannot but call on all Arab trade 
unions engaged in the field of inf- 
ormation and democratic action tn 
condemn this incident to protect 
freedom of the honourable press." 
the statement said. 


Cyprus has been the scene of 
several incidents involving Middle 
East feuds over the years. 

The most serious was in 1978 
when Yousef Al Sebai, a close fri- 
end of the late Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, was killed in a Nic- 
osia hotcL 

The incident led to a hijacking 
at Larnaca airport and a gun battle 
between Cypriot police and Egy- 
ptian commandos who arrived by‘ 
plane and tried to storm the air- 
craft. 

- Some 15 Egyptians were killed 
and the rift in diplomatic relations 
which followed was only healed 
last month when Cyprus and 
Egypt agreed to restore dip- 
lomatic contacts. 

Last year three bombs- were 
planted close to Libyan ins- 
titutions in Cyprus, but caused no 
damage.

‘ Captured 
Israelis 
shot at 
Syrians’ 

BEIRUT (AP) — The three Isr- 
aelis held by Syria fired back at 
Syrian troops before they were 
captured in northern Lebanon, 
according to sources here and in 
Damascus. 

A Syrian official, who asked not 
to be named, said in the Syrian 
capital that the three Israelis res- 
isted arrest after Syrian troop fired 
on them Tuesday. He said there 
. was a heavy exchange of fire but 
no casualties. 

The Middle East Reporter, an 
English-language daily digest of 
Middle East affairs, also quoted | 
unnamed Western diplomatic 
sources in Beirut as saying the Isr- 
aelis fired with automatic weapons 
when the Syrian troops shot at 
their car. 

Lebanese newspapers des- 
cribed the capture as the gravest 
incident between Israel and Syria 
since the 1982 Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon. 

Beirut Radio and the National 
News Agency said President 
Amin GemayeJ’s administration 
had frequently demanded the clo- 
sure of Israel's “liaison office" in 
' Beirut* s suburb of Dbaye after the 
abrogation of the Lebanese- 
isracli troop withdrawal pact on 
March 5, 

“These requests went unh- 
eeded." the National News Age- 
ncy said. 

Reuter adds: Damascus' Radio 
has branded three Israelis as spies. 

“The Israeli terrorist cell had 
infiltrated from Beirut to the Tri- 
poli administrative border simply 
to spy and gather information for a 
military operation planned by the 
U.S. and Israel against Syria," the 
radio said in a commentary Thu- 
rsday. 

In an interview with Radio 
Monte Carlo Wednesday. Foreign 
Minister Farouq Al Share* said the 
men would be treated as 
prisoners-of-war. 

Israeli officials said Thursday 
they saw little chance of an early 
release fur the captives.

U.S. firm on Israel embassy issue Iraq calls on friendly nations to sever 
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WASHINGTON (US1A| — U.S. 
"willingness in resist attempts to 
settle the Arab- Israeli conflict 
through force or through uni- 
lateral actions has preserved our 
ability to play a constructive role 
in settling the conflict." according 
to Deputy Assistant Secretary of 
State Thomas Nnssif. 

"We would not have achieved 
ihe Camp David accords if the 
U.S. had adopted the position of 
cither party on the question of 
Jerusalem." he said May 3. 

“Dating from well before the 
establishment of the state of Isr- 


ael. we have maintained an ind- 
ependent consulate general in 
Jerusalem not accredited to any 
government." he told a luncheon 
gathering of the National Ass- 
ociation of Arab Americans 
(NAAA). "Moving our embassy 
at this point woulJ inevitably con- 
vey a message that the United Sta- 
tes accepted the position of one 
parts to the issue, when... a true 
resolution... can only be found... 
through negotiations." 

"In IWS... we established our 
embassy... at Israel's seat of gov- 
ernment. Tel Aviv." he said.

BAGHDAD (J.T.) — Iraq has 
called on “peace-loving nations” 
non aligned countries and “fri- 
endly states" to sever diplomatic 
ties with Costa Rica and El Sal- 
vador for their recent transfer of 
their embassies in Israel from Tel 
Aviv to Jerusalem. 

An official spokesman for the 
Iraqi Foreign Ministry was quoted 
by the Iraqi News Agency as say- 


ing that the Iraqi government will 
take effective measures against 
any nation which follows the exa- 
mple of Costa Rica and El Sal- 
vador. 

The spokesman voiced his cou- 
ntry’s condemnation of the move 
which he said is in violation of Isl- 
amic resolutions and U.N. Sec- 
urity Council Resolution 47R pas- 


sed in 1980. 

“The transfer of the embassies 
to occupied Jerusalem." he said, 
“represents a flagrant defiance of 
international laws and principles 
and encourages Israel to pursue 
aggressive and expansionist pol- 
icies in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories and the building of set- 
tlements on Arab land.” 


2,000 Israelis crippled in Lebanon war 
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TEL AVIV (R) — Some 2.000 
Israeli soldiers and army per- 
sonnel have been crippled during 
fighting in the Lebanon in the past 
two years, the chairman of Israel's 
Disabled Soldiers' Organisation 
said. 

About 400 of these have suf- 
fered a 50 per cent or more dis- 
ability. Ya'acov Maoz added. He 
was touring Beit Halohem, a rec- 
reation and rehabilitation centre 


for disabled ex-servicemen in Tel 
Aviv, on its 10th anniversary. ~ 

Some 3.500 Israeli soldiers, 
security men and civilians emp- 
loyed by the army have been wou- 
nded in the last two years of cla- 
shes. 

Those with more than 50 per 
cent disability include five who 
were blinded and more than 30 
who suffered brain damage and 
paralysis. Mr. Maoz said. 


Six soldiers lost both legs, and 
17 men were paralysed and con- 
fined to wheelchairs. 

Mr. Maoz said the army’s def- 
inition of the seriousness of inj- 
uries depends on the soldier’s 
chances of staying alive, and not 
on how disabled he is likely to be. 

A total of 580 Israelis have been 
killed in Lebanon since the war 
started there on June 6, 1982. 


Sharon suffers campaign setback 
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TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli har- 
dliner Ariel Sharon, striving to 
regain a major cabinet post. Fri- 
day Suffered a setback in his cam- 
paign to build a right-wing pol- 
itical powerbase. 

Mr. Sharon, the former defence 
minister who planned the 19S2 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon, fared 
poorly in a secret vote lo decide 
the He rut (freedom) Party list of 
35 leading candidates for July's 
general election. 

He finished ninth in the ballot 
among the 900-membcr Herut 
Central Committee. Only one of 
his close supporters was chosen. 

Last month. Mr. Sharon, who 
holds the title of minister without 
portfolio, narrowly failed to def- 
eat Prime Minister Yitzhak Sha- 
mir in a two-man contest for the 
■ Herut Party leadership. He won 
42 per cent of the vote. 

Although Friday's ballot result 
was widely portrayed as a setback 
for Mr. Sharon, the real test of his 


standing in Herut comes next 
week when the party decides the 
exact order in which the 35 will 
stand as parliamentary can- 
didates. 

Mr. Sharon lost his job as def- 
ence minister after a judicial inq- 
uiry found he was indirectly to 
bl3mc for the 1982 Beirut mas- 
sacre of Palestinian refugees. The 
56-year-old Sharon bitterly den- 
ounced the inquiry and has said his 
ultimate ambition is to become 
prime minister. 

Mr. Sharon, who organised ao 
intensive campaign to get sup- 
porters on the list, brushed aside 
questions about the result, telling 
reporters the important decisions 
would be made when the order is 
decided next week. 

Ironically Moshc Arens. Mr. 
Sharon's replacement as defence 
minister, gained most votes. 571. 
in the ballot. 

He was followed by Deputy 


Premier David Levy (521) and 
Party Secretary Yoram Aridor 
(469). the former finance min- 
ister. Mr. Sharon polled 394 votes. 

As party leader. Mr. Shamir did 
not take pan in the ballot and will 
automatically head the Herut list 
in the election. 

Political commentators said one 
reason for Mr. Sharon's com- 
paratively poor showing was the 
large turnout of central committee 
members. Last month fewer tur- 
ned up for the leadership contest, 
regarding Mr. ShamiYs victory as 
a foregone conclusion. 

There was some surprise that 
Mr. Arens outpolled Mr. Levy, 
the youngest cabinet member who 
commands wide support in the 
Seohardi (oriental Jewish) com- 
munity. 

The Herut list of 35. together 
with the Liberal party's can- 
didates. will make up the Likud 
Coalition list in the election. 


Arab foreign ministers 
meeting may be postponed 


TUNIS (J.T.) — Sources close to 
the Arab League here said that the 
projected Arab Foreign Ministers 
Meeting due to be held on May 
1 5th could be postponed, acc- 
ording to the Qatari News Age- 
ncy. 

It said the postponement for 
another date to be fixed later is 
contemplated here since the date 
coincides with the holding of int- 
ernational seminars and its pro- 
ximity to a meeting by the Arab 
African Co-operation Committee 


due to be held in Tripoli. Libya on 

May 27. 

A decision to hold the Arab 
Foreign Ministers Meeting on 
May 15th was taken by the Arab 
League Council's Blst session in 
Tunis at the end of March. 

The May I5th meeting was des- 
igned ro discuss matters connected 
with the convening of the pro- 
jected 13th Arab Summit and 
matters connected with the Gulf 
war. 


Palestinians demonstrate 
in Beirut’s Shatila Camp 


BEIRUT (Petra) — Id response 
to a call by the General Union of 
the Palestinian Workers, a num- 
ber of residents of the Palestine 
refugee camps in Lebanon Tue- 
sday organised a demonstration in 
, the Shatila camp. Jordan News 
Agency, Petra, said Thursday. 

Demonstrators passed through 
the camp streets until they rea- 
ched the mass cemetery site, 
where victims of Sabra and Shatila 
massacres which took place in 
1982 were buried. 

Demonstrators listened to two 
speeches on the occasion, one in 
the name of the General Union of 


the Palestinian Workers and the 
second was in the name of the Pal- 
estinian Social, and Political Gro- 
ups in Lebanon. 

Meanwhile Palestinians res- 
umed their information activity in 
Beirut, as they distributed the first 
issue of a bulletin titled Nida’a A1 
Watan (the homeland's call), 
which they said was a bi-weekly 
•one. 

Publishers of the bulletin said 
that this was the voice of the Pal- 
estinian people in Lebanon, who 
will always organise their lines and 
mobilise their resources to resist 
the Zionist entity. 


War-weary Lebanese 
plan first peace march 


BEIRUT (R) — A group of Leb- 
anese private citizens, angered at 
living in daily fear amid endless 
civil war. are urging their fellow 
citizens to join what they hope will 
be Lebanon’s first mass peace pro- 
test on Sunday. 

They are appealing to the "sil- 
ent majority" of Christians and 
Muslims to ignore Beirut's war- 
ring militias and to gather on each 
side of the Green Line dividing the 
eastern sector of the city from the 
west. 

From assembly points on each 
side they will march in silence to 
the “museum crossing," the only 
link between east and west, and 
join up for a simple peace cer- 
emony outside the parliament bui- 
lding. 

At noon (0900 GMT) the dem- 
onstrators plan to raise the Leb- 
anese flag, observe a minute's sil- 
ence, unveil a commemorative 
plaque and release a flock of pig- 
eons as a symbol of peace before 
dispersing. 

Members of the unofficial 
committee organising the protest 
hope that, after nine years of civil 
war. thousands of ordinary cit- 
izens will leave the shelter of their 
homes to march under the slogan: 
"No to the war. No to the 10th 
year. We want life." 

The 16 members of the com- 
mittee believe they will attract 
thousands of supporters. 

Bui they admit they have no 
political support and that their 
hopes of success are based only on 
the belief that most citizens share 
their frustration and want a cha- 
nce to show it. 

"We have the right to speak out 


after nine years." said Imam Kha- 
life, a 29-year-old university res- 
earcher who is president of the' 
organising committee and the 
woman who thought up the idea. 

“Everyone in Beirut is dep- 
ressed and. losing hope day after 
day. What we hope to achieve is a 
protest action that will take us all 
out of this depression," she said. 

Even if thousands turn out. the 
committee has no idea how they 
might persuade the politicians and 
warlords to stop the fighting. 

Since Lebanon's last par- 
liamentary elections in 1972. ord- 
inary citizens have had no direct 
influence over the men in power. 

Ms. Khalife is chiefly interested 
in getting a peae movement sta- 
rted. "We have no special dem- 
ands" she said. "Basically, we are 
asking for life. We have been vic- 
tims for nine years." 

"If we can gel everyone tog- 
ether at the museum crossing on 
Sunday it would be a start for us. 
Then we would decide what more 
we can do." 

The committee has spared no 
effort to get its message across, 
bombarding the Beirut media, 
lobbying schools, universities and 
churches, and distributing 20.000 
leaflets urging those sheltering in 
their homes from the shelling and 
street fighting to come out and 
march for peace. 

"Let’s come out and join oar 
small voices to others, turning 
them into a deafening cry. men. 
women and children, let’ s put an 
end to our silence and shout tog- 
ether... no to war... no to the 10th 
year." one leaflet said.

Lower hotel rates to boost tourism 


AMMAN (Petra) — People tra- 
velling around the country, whe- 
ther on business or pleasure, will 
only have to pay JD 12.5, J D 8.5 
and J D 6 per person per day when 
staying at five, four and three star 
hotels respectively, in accordance 
with aD announcement by the 
Tourism Authority Council. 

The new charges cover an ove- 
rnight stay with two meals inc- 
luding breakfast, according to the 
announcement which explained 
that these charges so far only 
apply to tourist parties of at least 
15 persons. 

Tourism Director Michel Hara- 
arneh said that the council has 
taken the decision with the pur- 
pose of encouragi ng domestic tou- 
rism and facilitating visits to tou- 


rist sites and archaeological places 
of interest in the country by Jor- 
danians. 

The move, will also encourage 
expatriates on holiday here to visit 
these areas too. Mr. Hamarneh 
added. 

The new charges are part of 


Jordan's 'Domestic Tourism 
Year* which seeks to promote tou- 
rist sites among those resident in 
the Kingdom. 

Tourist places are expected to 
attract thousands of sightseers and 
visitors from all walks of life 


Internationa] Traffic Day is an 
annual event sponsored by the 
United Nations when all countries 
are encouraged to organise act- 
ivities concerned with road and 
traffic safety. 

Interior Minister and Deputy 
Prime Minister, Suleiman Arar 
will patronise a celebration of the 
day at the Royal Automobile Club 
(RAC) where presentations will 
be made to individuals who have 
contributed to road safery during 
the past year. 

The International Traffic Day 
and the Road Safety Week have 
been organised by a committee 
comprising representatives from 
the Ministry of Interior, the Min- 
istry of Transport, the Ministry of 
Education, the Police Traffic 
Department the Jordan Society 
for the Prevention of Road Acc- 
idents and the RAC. 

Over 45.000 posters and lea- 
flets will be distributed thr- 


oughout the country during the 
week to promote pedestrian saf- 
ety. 

New regulations concerning 
pedestrians will also be introduced 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Derek Ledger, general 
manager of the RAC. told the 
Jordan Times lhat groups of sch- 
oolchildren will be visiting the 
Driver Training Centre at the 
RAC where they will be shown 
films and given lectures on child 
safety and aspects of road safety. 

The learning of road signs and 
regulations will also be enc- 
ouraged. he said. 

Regarding the introduction of a 
law to make the wearing of seat 
belts compulsory, which was imp- 
lemented in December 1983. Mr. 
Ledger said that it is too early to 
have statistics on the success of the 
law in reducing injuries, although 
it is likely that there has been such 
a reduction. 


Road accident casualty rate declines in 1983 


.Girl kills father to keep his fortune in the family 


'IRBID (J .T.) — A 1 7-year old girl 
from the village of Malka in the 
Irbid Governorate killed her own 
father by firing five shots at him 
from a pistol, to prevent him from 
re-marrying and taking away his 
money. 

A report in AJ Ra’ i Arabic new- 
spaper Thursday. &ai id that Na.’i- 
mvfr SaytiLM&tttftodd Jssa fired the 
pistol hitting' her father Sayef^in 
the head and chest and causing his 
instant death. 

The girl afterwards tried to mis- 
lead the police by. accusing ano- 
ther family from the town of kil- 
ling her father in revenge for the 
murder last- year of a member of 
their family, the report said. 

Police in the Irbid Governorate 


immediately took precautionary 
measures to stop what seemed to 
them to be a vendetta, but were 
unable to find clues leading to the 
murderer’s identity, the report 
added. 

It said that the victim, killed on 
April 22, was known to have pos- 
sessed large sums of money but 
"upon his death none of. it was 
found on him or in his home. 

"nils prompted police to inv- 
estigate other possibilities and 
they contacted local banks to find 
that the man had deposited his 
money in one of them before his 
death. 

Investigations revealed that 
only four days after his death, his 
1 9-year old son had arrived at the 


bank with J D 1 .060 and had asked 
to deposit it. 

Bloodstained notes 

The bank manager noticed that 
a number of the banknotes were 
bloodstained, the report said quo- 
ting police officials. 

It said that the police imm- 
ediately apprehended the victim’s 
family and promptly began int- 
errogating them. When faced with 
the charges, the son fainted and 
when he recovered admitted that 
it was his sister who had com- 
mitted the crime. She. he said, had 
flung the pistol down a water-well 
near their house. 


The murderer later admitted 
her crime and re-enacted the 
whole crime before the Irbid gov- 
ernor and the chief of police in the 
region. 

She said that she had killed her 
father because he had treated her 
very cruelly, abandoned her mot- 
her 13 years ago and was pre- 
paring to re- marry. He had alr- 
eady given away part of his land as 
a gift to the would-be bride, she 
said. 

Later a hospital autopsy rev- 
ealed thai one of the bullets had 
hit the back part of the victim’s 
head and the rest had lodged in his 
chest. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — There was a 
noticeable drop in the number of 
those killed and injured in road 
accidents in 1983 compared to 
1982. according to Brig. Ahmad 
Abul Saoud, director of the Lic- 
encing Department of the traffic 
police. 

He told the Jordan News Age- 
ncy. Petra, that a total of 3.779 


people were injured or killed in 
road accidents in 1983 against 
4.014 in the previous year, the 
decrease being "thanks to the 
awareness of the people and the 
development of the traffic system 
in the country.” 

Most of the injured people he 
said, were children under the age 
of 15. the number last year rea- 


ching 2.447. accidents occurred in Jordan bet- 

At the same time the Public ween April 25 to May 1 . resulting 
Security Department said in a sta- in the death of 13 people and inj- 
tement that a total of 153 road uries to 87 others.

Al Ra i: Unjustifiable postponement 

THE PROPOSAL by the Arab League Secretarial to postpone the holding of 
an emergency meeting of the .Arab foreign ministers, which was scheduled for 
Mav 15. is astonishing and regrettable news. The Secretariat has not so far 
dismissed this news. "Die reasons of such a feeling of astonishment and regret 
are; 

First: The postponement of such a scheduled meeting at a lime when events 
m ihc area are accelerating and dangers that threaten the occupied .Arab 
territories and other areas are escalating, which makes the speedy con- 
vocation of the awaited summit conference in Riyadh necessary. 

The postponement means that preparations for the Arab summit are stu- 
mbling. 

Second: The justification for the Arab League Secretariat's proposal to 
postpone the meeting is that it coincides with other meetings, but this jus- 
tification has little respect for the Arab citizen's mind, since this simply means 
that the General Secretariat has Tailed to arrange a suitable timing for the 
meeting and that it does not see it as a top priority, which it is. Since this 
justification and its negative meaning is not convincing, it could have been 
better if the Arab citizen had been informed frankly of the truth, even though 
it is a bitter one. 

Third: The silence of the Arab League over the news about its proposal for 
postponing the emergency meeting should be embarrassing to it. If this news 
is true, the Arab League General Secretariat should be the authority to 
announce it first, pointing out its reasons and justifications for such a pos- 
tponement. 

The Secretariat should also dismiss such news if it is incorrect. The “obs- 
erver" attitude of the Arab League General Secretariat towards the news 
about the postponement of (he meeting, which comes in preparation for the 
Arab Summit Conference is an ambiguous stand. 

It is time the Secretariat dealt with Arab citizens in a new method, based on 
respecting them and informing them clearly and frankly of facts, since they arc 
interested in the works of the Arab League and its Secretariat. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Important talks 

THE JORDAN I AN- Palestinian talks, which focus on steps for a joint move 
on the .Arab and international arenas, for defending ihe rights and preserving 
the Arab character of land, constitute a vast step in the efforts for correcting 
the national course and ridding the Arabs from their current deteriorating 
state. 

If the talks had centred on the most important issues of national security. 
Arab existence and Arab heritage, in addition in Jerusalem and the occupied 
Arab territories, then the forthcoming steps of co-ordination should stand out 
as a true Arab effort for rallying Arab efforts. The Jordanian-Palestinian 
drive is always that of pioneers and forefront of the continuous battle of 
confrontation with the Zionist enemy. 

In his address to the nation on Labour Day. His Majesty King Hussein 
called for a unified Arab stand in the face of the challenges confronting our 
nation. This call emanates from the feeling of national responsibility, which 
holds every Arab country responsible for defending the national cause. It also 
arises from the belief that the Palestine question is a responsibility of Arab 
generations and that any effort exerted in isolation of other efforts will hinder 
the march for liberating the occupied land, restoring the rights and rescuing 
the holy places from the Judaisation plans. 

A unified Arab stand demands a unified Arab effort which places national 
interests on lopof alt other considerations, and rally the people on a joint base 
of understanding, agreement and co-ordination. 

The unity ol the people is capable of putting an end to the recklessness by al! 
the powers supporting Israel, and making Israel and its supporters adopt a 
new approach which guarantees the rights and enables the nation to restore us 
rights and holy places.

Al Ra'i: Israel attacks talks 

BEFORE PLO Chief Yasser Arafat arrived in Amman, and before the start 
of the talks with King Hussein, btael launched an information campaign 
against the Jordanians and Palestinians. Its harmful campaign was directed 
against the talks, predicting lhai they will end in Uiiure. This prediction 
reflect'. Israel’s concern over the results ol such talks, which are not in the 
interest ol the Zionists. 

The Israelis have always considered the Jordanian- Palestinian dialogue as a 
source of danger to their expansionist plans in our Arab region, and a means 
ofthw jrting conspiracies against the people ot the occupied Arab lands. Israel 
has always built its strategy on the assumption of a weak and divided Arab 
Nation, and therefore, hopes that ihe Jordanians and Palestinians will not 
arrive at any agreement. 

We hope lhai other Arab states will realist* these facts and vv ill rally in the 
support of ihe J or daman- PaleMinun dialogue, and help both sides achieve a 
formula as s.«on as passible. Such :i dialogue is essential it the Arabs are to 
achieve any progress towards restoring their usurped lands and is needed as a 
starting point tow ards total agreement on the means and measures of con- 
fronting the common enemy.

KING HUSSEIN'S Labour Djy speech had leti a deep impression in Ihe 
minds n< citizens who work sincerely for enhancing the progress of their 
country In his speech. King Hussein was careful to re Ter in the labourers' 
efforts, whose work is essential for the building up of the country and pro- 
moting its economy.

VIEW FROM AMERICA 

Poverty is the main source 


SAN FRANCISCO is almost 
exactly at the other side of the 
world from India. And as far as 
it is in distance, so is it far in 
terms of news. There was just 
about nothing, beyond bland 
wire service stories, that app- 
eared in the U.S. press about 
India... until recently. 

Last year, the film “Gandhi" 
won most of die top prizes in 
the annual “Oscar" him awa- 
rds in Hollywood, Millions of 
Americans saw the film and 
wept over the misery of India 
and the efforts of the great holy 
man. Mahtma Gandhi to pre- 
ach his doctrine of non- 
violence. Few Americans 
noted the vicious bias shown 
the “Father' 1 of modern Pak- 
istan. Muhammad Ali Jinnah. 
in the film. Few people knew 


anything about India, obv- 
iously because there never had 
been much interest in India in 
the U.S. 

But in the last year ot so. 
another kind of news began to 
come in from India. At first we 
read of more religious clashes 
between Muslims and Hindus. 
Thau many Americans bel- 
ieved. could only have been 
holdovers from the pre- 
Gandhi period. Yet more news 
came in about communal vio- 
lence. We read of horrible mas- 
sacres in the Indian state of 
Assam, massacres growing out 
of resentment by Assamese 
over the flood of immigrants 
from Bangladesh, largely Mus- 
lim in religion. And now there 
is news of a level of violence 
which, according to reports. 


could tear India apart. India's 
teo million Sikhs appear to be 
in a state of rage and revolt aga- 
inst the central government, 
headed by Mrs. Indira Gandhi. 
Observers are calling it the 
worst crisis faced by India in its 
37 years of independence. 

Foreign observers also call 
India one of the most violent 
societies in the world. The 
wave of violence sweeping over 
India has been debated in par- 
liament. Mrs. Ram Dulari 
Singh (herself a Sikh), the state 
secretary of interior, noted that 
there are on the- average 
23,000 murders committed 
each year in the country. 

News of India's violence has 
come into the U.S. press, which 
like most Western news media 
thrives on reporting violence. 


How could a country that 
produced the world's greatest 
apostle of non-violence in 
modern times have deg- 
enerated into such orgies of 
violence? In the film “Gan- 
dhi", bloody violence erupts 
between Hindus and Muslims 
as partition is announced by 
the British. Children are sma- 
shed against walls as anger on 
both sides seems to want not- 
hing but blood. And. finally. 
Gandhi himself is assassinated 
by a right-wing Hindu fanatic. 

In recent times, Americans 
have become frightened by vio- 
lence. In the 1970’s, violence 
because like a cancer spreading 
eveiywhere. Fear rose. And so 
prisons have been bulging at 
the seams. And the number of 


executions has been increasing 
■rapidly. 

But violence is 4 aIso eve- 
rywhere else. We read about 
millions of rioters roaming 
around Brazil's cities to find a 
way out of the economic crisis. 
We are told that crime is even 
increasing in the Socialist cou- 
ntries. No one knows how 
many thousands were killed 
during China's Cultural Rev- 
olution. 

Is social violence indeed a 
cancer that is spreading thr- 
oughout the world? 

How can one explain 
Hindu-Sikh violence from so 
far away? Not much, except 
that poverty, apparently, is the 
issue. Punjab, the land of five 
rivers, is the richest province in 


India. It is India's breadbasket. 
Sikhs do well, economically, in 
India. But Sikhs arc afraid of 
being drowned in a skwly- 
movfng wave of poorer Hindus 
who are seeping into the pro- 
vince. Sikhs want power for 
themselves, and they want to 
shut the door to the Hindus. 
Thev want to raise high walls to 
keep their Punjabi garden bea- 
utiful and fragrant... and rich.

State of emergency 
for facing growing 
popular discontent 


Futile anger after end of embassy crisis

KHARTOUM — President Gaa- 
far Nimeirrs emergency decrees 
were in response to growing dis- 
content over the economy and 
challenges to his Northern power 
base from Reobs in the South, 
according to informed sources. 

The sources, who refused to be 
identified for fear of reprisal, said 
the 54-year-old Nimeiri app- 
arently felt the decrees announced 
Sunday and Wednesday' s cabinet 
reshuffle were necessary to cou- 
nter strikes by government emp-* 
loyees and open criticism of his 
handling of the economy. 

“Nimeiri felt he needed to re- 
assert his authority," said one 
Western source. “Whenever 
things get too hot, he'll undertake 
sweeping action." 

The decrees, gave President 
Nimeiri and his 60.000-man army 
power to ban strikes, search pri- 
vate homes without a warrant, 
censor the press and private mail,' 
impose curfews and control tra- 
nsportation. 

They also set up special military 
courts with broad powers to detain 
dissidents and impose sentences of 
up to 10 years imprisonment, for 
violating the emergency decrees. 

The cabinet reshuffle affected 
nine ministries, including the key 
portfolios of foreign affairs, int- 
erior and defence, and a key post 
in the ruling Sudan Socialist 
Union, the only political party. It 
appeared Mr. Nimeiri removed 
ministers whom he felt had mis- 
handled the recent labour unrest. 

The decrees were Mr. Nimeiri* s 
strongest response yet to unrest 
among the country's estimated 22 
million people. 

Most of the unrest has been cen- 
tred in the south, where the largely 
non- Muslim population of six mil- 
lion has strongly opposed Mr. 
Nimeirrs September imposition 
of Islamic Law. 

In the South, rebellion has been 
spearheaded by the Sudanese 
Peoples Liberation Army Mov- 
ement. a group dominated by the 
powerful Dink a tribe and all- 
egedly aided by Ethiopia and 
Libya. 

Many Western diplomats and 
others with experience in Sudan 
doubt the rebels can topple Mr. 
Nimeiri as long as he maintains 
control of his northern power base 
and keeps a firm grip on the army. 

These same diplomats say. 
however, that Mr. Nimeiri faces 
problems with many segments of 
the northern population — Lef- 
tists. certain Islamic fun- 
damentalist groups, labour unions 
and many professionals. 

That’s why they believe Mr. 
Nimeiri felt the need to act dec- 
isively to quell signs of unrest in 
the North. 

“The openness of the rebellion 
in the South is leaking upstairs." 
said one Western diplomat. “In 
the past few months, people in the 
North, common people, have 
been voicing their discontent." 

The threat of the rebellion spr- 
eading into the North poses a 
grave dilemma for the United Sta- 
tes. which has supported Mr. 
Nimeiri with military and eco- 
nomic aid. U.S. officials have said 
repeatedly the military aid is 
aimed at protecting Mr. Nimeiri 
from “outside" forces, namely the 
Libyans, and not from the sou- 
thern rebels. 

However. Western diplomats 
say the Sundanese are mostly 
Muslim Arabs. Western diplomats 
say discontent among the nor- 
therners stems from rising prices 
and critical shortages of food and 
fuel. 

Last month, hundreds of doc- 
tors in state-run hospitals went on 
strike to protest low pay and poor 
working conditions. A strike by 
university professors prompted 
ihe government to dose Kha- 
rtoum University last month. 

Government accountants also 
walked off the job last month, rai- 
sing fears ihe state might not be 



able to meet the May payroll for 
thousands of its employees. State 
engineers were also threatening a 
walkout which would have par- 
alysed vital irrigation, transport 
and communications facilities. 

Western diplomats say they 
expect Mr. Nimeiri to use his swe- 
eping power to crack down on 
black marketeers and smugglers 
whom he blames for undermining 
the economy. Mr. Nimeiri has set 
up nine martial law courts in the 
Khartoum are3. and 10 bla- 
ckmarketeers are expected to go 
on trial shortly for smuggling. 

Meanwhile, the decrees appear 
to have had little effect on eve- 
ryday life in the capital. 

On Marcb 16 a lone jet bomber 
staged an air raid on the country's 
largest radio station in the suburb 
Omdurman. U.S. and Sudanese 
officials claimed the plane was a 
Libyan TU-22 bomber. Some 
Sudanese suspect Mr. Nimeiri sta- 
ged the raid to gain support from 
the United Stales and Egypt, 
which have been providing mil- 
itary assistance to protect the Sud- 
anese govern menL

LONDON — A sense of futile 
anger lingers in Britain after the 
peaceful end to the Libyan emb- 
assy siege. 

“The outcomme is far from sat- 
isfactory for the government.” 
grumbled the staunchly pro- 
govemraem Daily Telegraph last 
week after Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher's government 
ended a standoff with Libya. Bri- 
tain broke diplomatic ties and 
expelled Libyan diplomats and 
quasi-diplomat students in the 
London embassy. 

A burst of gunfire in front of the 
embassy in historic St. James's 
Square two weeks ago was an unf- 
orgiveable affront to a country 
that doesn't even arm most of its 
police. The gunfire killed a British 
policewoman and wounded 11 
Libyan dissidents, and police said 
a smoking gun was seen in a win- 
dow of the embassy. 

The shooting paradoxically 
rebounded, threatening Britons 
living abroad in the modern, red- 
uced commercial version of the 
old British empire. And it roused 
futile anger that distant Libya 
could trouble Britons by having a 
foreign feud explode in London, 
and then get off without pun- 
ishment. 

“ U is hard not to feel both angry 
and cheated," said the con- 
servative Daily Express in an edi- 
torial. It was a sentiment also 
heard on the radio call-in shows. 
" I just feel so frustrated.” one cal- 
ler said. 

The Spectator, a conservative 
weekly, said the crisis boiled down 
to this: “A foreigner murders a 
British policewoman in the middle 
of London, and he is allowed to 
get away with it." 

A television interviewer asked 
Home Secretary Leon Brirtan. the 
official in charge of police and 
prosecutions, how he felt seeing a 
murderer go unpunished. 

“I feel very sick at heart ... but 
one knows the evidence is just not 



.available." said Mr. Brittan. 

The home secretary, at 44 the 
youngest member of Mrs. Tha- 
tcher's cabinet, was in charge of 
managing Britain’s response to 
the situation. Mrs. Thatcher hap- 
pened to be on a state visit to Por- 
tugal when the .shooting occurred, 
and even after she returned she 
stayed out of the no-win fray, lea- 
ving Mr. Brittan 10 chair the crisis 
meetings and announce the glo- 
omy developments. 

But in the coming week. Mrs. 
Thatcher will be pressed to defend 
her government’s handling of 
Libya-Britain relations. 

The end of the siege permits the 
opposition parties in parliament to 
mount attacks that they had held 
back in solidarity with British pol- 
ice ringing the Libyan embassy. 
There also was concern that Bri- 
tish diplomats in Libya could be 
endangered, but now they are 


home in Britain. 

Government sources, who 
would not be identified by name, 
are concerned that the roughly 
8.000 Britons in Libya could be 
endangered if the Libyan gov- 
ernment decides to whip up pop- 
ular fervour against Britain. 

Officially, the concern is min- 
imised. commented ambassador 
Oliver Miles on his return from 
Tripoli: *Tra noi concerned for 
their safety. I think they’ll be well 
looked after.” 

Indeed, while the last British 
diplomats were flying out of Libya 
on Friday. Britons were returning 
to jobs — mostly on oil and con- 
struction projects — in Libya, and 
Libya-based Britons expressed 
confidence. “I am perfectly happy 
to go back.” said Roberta Mud, 
whose husband Robert is an oil 


technician. She said she would 
take her two children to Libya in 
June: “They are very happy 
there.”

THE QUESTION of family aut- 
hority, or“bondship” is a hikory- 
Icmg one. The family has always 
exerted much influence on the ind- 
ividual, one that was not only con- 
doned by society, but also deemed 
necessary for what it considered 
healthy and stable- This nec- 
essarily meant that the family is 
the most basic unit in society, that 
its good is always above that of the 
individual. Only receotiy has this 
authority been challenged in some 
societies by a growing ideology of 
individualism that stresses per- 
sonal decisions and emphasises 
one's own abilities and desires, 
which sometimes do not coincide 
with those of the family. 

The traditional Arab family can 
be thought of as an extended fam- 
ily. The term, borrowed from soc- 
iology (together with other terms, 
with apologies to sociologists for 
any misuse of these terms), means 
that the family is not regarded as 


simply the parents and their chi- 
ldren, bat rather extends to inc- 
lude grandparents, uncles, aunts, 
cousins,... etc. The Arab family 
can be further characterised as 
male dominant and patriarchal 
Male dominance is not particular 
lo the Arab family. Nontbeless, it 
is very strong in Arab societies. 
Women stiD have low status in the 
family, with little input in the fain- 
fly's decision. Their “chastity”, 
“honour”, or whatever word we 
choose to nicely obscure a sexual 
complex that governs the way we 
think about women, is jealously 
guarded by seclusiou and even vei- 
ling in many places. Divorce is 
ea^y for men, and common. Fer- 
tility is prized, and sons are par- 
ticularly desired. A clear example 
of male dominance is the fact that 
“bint al amm” (paternal female 
cousin) is considered a closer rel- 
ative than “bint al khaT (maternal 
female cousin), even though they 
are both first cousins. 

That the traditional Arab family 
is patriarchal manifests itself in the 
fact that all major decisions per- 
taining to the family are taken by 
the father, often in consultation 
with other male heads of the ext- 
ended family, such as his brothers 


or his own father if living. The wife 
plays a marginal role here, and any 
consultations with her are private 
and non-binding. The male head 
exerts influence over his children 
long after they can and are making 
it on their own. Thus, for example, 
many insist that their children go 
on living with them even after 
marriage. 

Accompanied with the growth 
of society is a shift from the ext- 
ended family 10 the conjugal and 
nuclear families. A nuclear family 
consists of the parents and their 
children, while a conjugal family Is 
a nuclear family with some emo- 
tional ties to close relatives. In 
fact, there is worldwide change 
occurring in family life. The ext- 
ended family, with its implications 
of control of youth, status of 
women, arranged marriages, and 
the like, is being constantly cha- 
llenged by new ideologies. The 
ideals of the conjugal family are 
radical, for they assert rights for 
the individual basically raising 
his/her status within the family. 
These ideals place emphasis on 
romantic love as a basis for mar- 
riage. They stress liberty for per- 
sonal decisions, equality of the 
sexes, and fraternity at a voluntary 


basis. Naturally, they have special 
appeal to Lhe youth, to the edu- 
cated, to women, and to ail who 
are at a disadvantage by birth in 
the present scheme of things. 

There is little argument that our 
society is already beginning to 
shift from an extended family to a 
conjugal one, at least in size, and 
to a much lesser extent in ideals. 
Individuality, however, is still 
hardly condoned if not actually 
suppressed. What are the imp- 
lications of a more individualistic 
society on us? Is such a society 
desirable, or will it serve to break 
up family ties that we dearly value, 
and take pride in? 

The need to feel independent is 
a natural human feeling. Dep- 
endence implies weakness, con- 
finement. A call for more ind- 
ividualism largely stems out of this 
need. While critics look upon it as 
a destruction of family ties that 
leads to a chaotic society, pro- 
ponents view it as essential for 
personal development. They 
argue that one cannot push one- 
self to its limit and achieve one's 
best unless one can think and take 
actions independently. Only then 
will individual talents have the 


proper environment to develop,, 
with positive results not only to 
the individual, but also to society 
as a whole. Creativity, it can be 
said, is an indhtidualistic trait rat- 
her than a group one. 

Such an ideology will no doubt 
loosen our family structure. But 
perhaps the question to ask is whe- 
ther our present structure is too 
tight? Could it use some loo- 
sening? Have we not complained 
often about certain aspects of it 
where we felt family ties are 
over-meddling in personal affairs? 
Quoting another point of view, 
could we control this “loosening" 
once we allow it? Or can we pre- 
vent what appears to be a natural 
trend in life? 

The example of living away 
from home is an interesting case 
illustrating the kind of conflicts 
that can arise from the two dif- 
fering ideologies. In a society like 
that of the U.S., it is considered 
unacceptable, indeed almost sha- 
meful, for someone to continue 
living at home after a certain age. 
especially when he/she can make it 
on his/her own.

Colombia crackdown on drug 
trafficking renders little yield

NAIROBI — Seven years ago. 94 
nations met here and agreed on a 
“plan of action" to stop good land 
from turning to waste land around 
the world. 

There are no signs that we are 
winning the war against the spread 
of desert-like conditions; the goal 
set at the 1977 U.N. Conference 
ou Desertification (UNCOD) to 
stop desertification by the turn of 
the century is now an unrealistic 
target. 

UNCOD was held with the 
appalling scenes of starvation and 
destruction in the 1968-78 Sahel 
drought fresh in our minds. This 
year we face a new, more wid- 
espread drought. Scenes of famine 
in Ethiopia, Botswana. Morocco 
and Mozambique; dried up dams 
in West Africa and slaughtered 
livestock in Australia have once 
again shown the vulnerability of 
people living in the world's dry- 
lands. 

UNCOD, hailed as one of the 
best scientifically prepared U.N. 
conferences, showed that drought 
is the crisis point in an underlying, 
long-term problem — des- 
ertification— 'caused by too many 
people trying to gel too much from 
too fragile land. When we cope 
with desertification, we can cope 
with drought. 

But wc are not coping. Some six 
million hectares (IS million acres) 
of productive land are irr- 
etrievably lost each year to des- 
ertification, and the economic 


productivity of 21 million more 
hectares (S2 million acres) — an 
areaJarger than Senegal — is hea- 
vily impaired. 

The cost in lost agricultural 
production in not stopping des- 
ertification by the turn of the cen- 
tury will be about $420 billion. 

Stopping it would cost $4 .5 bil- 
lion a year — $70 billion by the 
year 2000 — as opposed to the 
estimated $15,000 billion which 
will be spent over that period on' 
the arms race to destroy the pla- 
net’s life support system. Money 
invested against desertification 
can produce low. though largely 
secure, returns over the decades. 

But the special machinery set up 
by the General Assembly to mob- 
ilise funds for this struggle has rai- 
sed only $26 million in four years, 
25 per cent of its target 

Such balance sheets do not take 
into account the suffering of the 
R50 million people whose liv- 
elihoods are now considered at 
direct risk. The number of rural 
people living in severely affected 
areas has increased from 57 mil- 
lion in 1977 to 135 million today. 

Nor does it reckon other effects 
such as loss of genetic resources; 
increase in atmospheric dust; with 
its as yet unknown effects on glo- 
bal climate, disruption of natural 
water recycling processes and loss 
of markets. Desertification can 
cause social and political bre- 
akdowns which destabilise nations 
and threaten our tenuous global - 
security. 

The world's governments have 


before them, through the U.N. 
General Assembly, a report int- 
roducing a range of suggestions, 
including the setting up of trust 
fund financed from gold sales by 
the International Monetary Fund 
and the creation of an “ind- 
ependent financial corporation” 

— both of which would not only 
provide the additional resources 
so desperately needed, but would 
make payments more automatic 
and predictable, allowing realistic 
planning. 

A two-year assessment by the 
U.N. Environment Programme of 
the fight against desertification 
suggests that the recent headline 
in a Western newspaper — 
“March of Deserts Unstoppable" 

— is at least premature. We have 
turned up enough evidence to 
show that properly motivated 
people can stop the spread of was- 


telands.' 

In India’s Gujarat state, hun- 
dreds of thousands of villagers 
have been planting trees in suc- 
cessful “social forestry*' work. In 
Ethiopia, the U.N.'s Food for 
Work programme has involved 
similar numbers in soil terracing 
and water conservation schemes. 

But overall, both the rich and 
poor nations have invested far too 
much technical and financial ass- 
istance in show-piece projects and 
measures aimed at appeasing the 
more politically advantaged urban 
populations. A new willingness to 
help the rural poor — who in the 
remote drylands tend to be pol- 
itically feeble — would und- 
oubtedly encourage the dev- 
elopment assistance agencies to 
change their priorities too. 

A top priority is to work harder 
to protect the 3.47 billion hectares 


of rangeland, r ainfed and irrigated 
cropland already affected by des- 
ertification; it is an area larger 
than all of Africa. 

Most environmental problems 
are surrounded by large areas of 
uncertainty; desertification is not. 
Its obvious cause is the misuse and 
overuse of fragile land. Its less 
obvious causes include bad man- 
agement. rural neglect, the inc- 
rease in human numbers and unf- 
air terms of trade. 

In May of this year atijeast 80 
nations will meet' in Nairobi for a 
special two-day session of U- 
NEP’s Governing Council, to rev- 
ise global strategies against des- 
ertification. It is a fight that can be 
won; and a victory will bestow 
economic, social and political 
benefits on our own and upon fut- 
ure generations. — Earthscan fea- 
ture. 


BOGOTA — Over the last year 
drugs worth billions of dollars 
have been intercepted in Latin 
America, clandestine airstrips 
shut down and traffickers jailed in 
.a war on crime. 

Bur so far the campaign has had 
relatively little impact on the vast 
•underworld trade. 

Hundreds of thousands of hec- 
tares of coca and marijuana still 
grow in remote areas of Bolivia, 
Peru and Colombia under the pro- 
tection of guerrillas or private 
armies. 

The underworld is reported to 
own fleets of planes and boats, 
operate jungle drug factories, 
sponsor politicians and to operate 
a rich hidden economy in regions 
plagued by extreme povery and 
corruption. 

In Colombia, however, the 
crime chiefs may have gone one 
step too far if they were res- 
ponsible for the assassination of 
Justice Minister Rodrigo Lara 
Bonilla, an anti-drug campaigner, 
• on Monday. President BeUsario 
f-^etancur has imposed a nat- 
ionwide state of siege and dec- 
lared war on drug traffickers. 

The president said in a tel- 
evision address: “the government 
of Colombia accepts their cha- 
llenge.” 

In recent months Colombia had 
some scattered, though spe- 


ctacular. successes in fighting the 
traffickers. 

On March 11 Colombian sec- 
urity forces made what they called 
the world's biggest seizure of coc- 
aine in an attack on a jungle nar- 
cotics factory that had been pro- 
tected by guerrillas. 

The American ambassador to 
Colombia, Lewis Tarabs. said the 
haul had a U.S. street value of 
$1.2 billion. Ten laboratories, 
runways and seven planes were 
also found, he said. 

In the last year the Colombian 
government has confiscated 100 
planes used by drug traffickers 
and asked the United States to 
suspend the licences of 124 other 
planes. 

The planes participated in the 
transport of cocaine from the pla- 
ins of Yari, 750 kilometres sou- 
theast of Bogota, to the United 
States, the late justice minister 
said last month. 

The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA) said 75 
per cent of the up to 170 tonnes of 
cocaine exported from Peru, Bol- 
ivia and Colombia in 1982 was 
routed through Colombia. Tra- 
ffickers in the United Stases imp- 
orted 45 to 54 tonnes of thetotai. 
the DEA added. 

In 1983 and early 1984 Col- 
ombian police arrested hundreds 
of people involved in drug tra- 
fficking. 

U.S. courts convicted a number 
of Colombians of channelling mil- 
lions of dollars in drug earnings 


into 18 American banks. 

A member of Colombia's par- 
liament and a former Colombian 
consular official were charged 
with conspiring to import 10 kilos 
of cocaine. 

However the major traffickers 
have remained beyond the reach 
of the law. 

Justice Minister Lara had been 
particularly critical of Colombian 
judges for alleged failure to back 
official complaints against tra- 
ffickers. 

Mr. Lara said that as a result he 
had often been unable to detain 
Colombian drug racketeers. 

Colombian officials have est- 
imated that the nation produces 
on average 300 million dollars' 
worth of cocaine a month besides 
that refined from imported raw 
material and then shipped on to 
foreign markets. 

Colombia's fight against tra- 
fficking has been carried out in 
close consultation with the Rea- 
gan administration. 

The success of the fight in Col- 
ombia is expected to depend par- 
tly on the progress made in con- 
trolling production in -Bolivia and 
Peru. - 

A Bolivian drug expert said rec- 
ently that his country s former mil- 
itary government was closely lin- 
ked with drug trafficking. 

He added that cocaine pro- 
duction has actually increased 
since President Hernan Siles 
Zuazo took office in October 
1982.

Filaretos told Reuters there 
would be a •* short, small cer- 
emony'’ in Olympia on Monday 
morning, with students from the 
Lyceum of Greek Women, an 
Athens School of Music and 
Dance, Acting as Priestesses. 

The flame would then be taken 
by helicopter to Athens from 
where Los Angeles Olympics . 
Organising Committee officials 
would take it to New York on a jet 
they had chartered in time for the 
controversial relay to start on 
Tuesday.

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Turks link exports to lira 


ISTANBUL (R) — Turkish exp- 
ortexssaid Thursday a marked rise 
ia' the country’s first quarter exp- 
orts was distorted, hut most bel- 
ieved the $6.8, billion target for 
1 984 was attainable if the lira kept 
falling. 

Exports in the three! months 
totalled ‘.$1 ,85 billion, up from 
SI .35 billion in the first quarter of 
1983, narrowing the January- 
March trade deficit to $320 oul- 
Eon from $990 million a year ear- 
lier.. 

. The export jump resulted mai- 
nly from a government decision to 
cutxax rebates to exporters by 20 
percent from April, the exporters 
said. 

Rebates, varying between five 
to 20 percent of exporters’ foreign 
currency earnings, will drop a fur- 
ther. 25- per cent by the beginning 
of September. 

Prime Minister Turgut OzaTs 
conservative-government is cut- 
ting rebates to discourage so- 
called fictional exports financed 
by dollars obtained from the black 
market.-- - 

. “Exporters rushed to export 
whatever they 'could before tax 


rebates went down,” Mr. Ahmet 
Haselti, general coordinator of 
export concern Mepa Merkezi 
Pazariama, told Reuters. 

First quarter figures were also 
boosted by exporters rushing to 
sell textiles to European Com- 
munity (EC) countries before 
quotas allocated to Turkey by the 
EC were fulfilled, he said. 

Mr. Server Harunoglu, board 
member of Enka Pazariama Ith- 
alat Utracat, export and marketing 
arm of the big Enka industrial 
group, also said the drop in tax 

rebates was the main reason for 

the higher export figure. 

“But in the 50 per cent increase, 

1 believe there is also a real export 
increase.” he said. 

Mr. Mehmet Turhan Ozyasan, 
general manager of another exp- 
orter. Suzer Dis Ticaret, said he 
believed the rate of increase in 
exports would slow this month and 
in June before picking up again in 
July. 

Mr. Harunoglu said he expected 
exports to reach $6.5 billion this 
year, compared with $5.7 billion 
in 1983.

China to build 
canals in Iraq 

BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq ann- 
ounced a 60-million dinar ($192 
million) contract with China to 
build canals on the Euphrates 
river to irrigate huge central areas 
of the country. 

The official Iraqi News Agency 
(INA). in the first announcement 
of the deal here, said Irrigation 
Minister Abdul Wahab Mahmoud 
laid a foundation stone for the 
project which it said would also 
provide electric power. 

INA gave no other details of the 
agreement or the projected sch- 
eme. 


IDA to lend 
Sana’a %10m 

WASHINGTON (R) — The 
World Bank said Thursday its aff- 
iliate. the International Dev- 
elopment Association (IDA), has 
approved a 50-year, interest-free 
$10 million credit to support an- 
education project in North 
Yemen. 

The bank said in a statement the 
six-year $19.3 million project will 
improve and expand basic edu- 
cational services and promote the 
training of teachers, including 
women. 

The IDA credit includes a 10- 
year grace period and will charge 
minor annual fees, the World 
Bank said. 


U.N. body 
lacks funding 

PARIS (R) — The head of a U.N. 
programme set up to boost com- 
munications in the Third World 
warned Thursday that lack of ade- 
quate funding was holding back its 
operations. 

Mr. Gunnar Garbo, chairman 
of the UNESCO International 
Programme for the Development 
of Communication (1PDC). said it 
was facing" a great conflict bet- 
ween expectations and the cap- 
acity to assist.” 

Mr. Garbo said the IPDC had 
won broad verbal backing from 
U NESCO member states, but “ we 
are now waiting for the deeds.” 

He said the council would con- 
sider applications for assistance to 
80 projects including 58 new ones, 
totalling $10 million. But the 
IPDC special fund currently had 
only $2.5 million to distribute, he 
added. 

The IPDC has so far allocated a 
total of $3.5 million to a variety of 
communications projects, inc- 
luding Third World news age- 
ncies. broadcasting and training. 


British Telecom 
valued at £9b 


LONDON (R) — The British 
government has valued its giant 
telecommunications network at 
nearly £9 billion (about $12.8 bil- 
lion), shortly before it is due to be 
sold in the biggest share issue in 
the nation’s history. 


Feldstein says active talks 
on world debt are underway 


PARIS (R) — President Reagan’s chief economic 
adviser Mr. Martin Feldstein said Friday that talks 
between governments, the International Monetary 
Fond (IMF), hanks and debtor countries are under 
way to secure a prompt intermediate solution to the 
global debt crisis. 


He told reporters: "A lot is 
being done, and it happens in a 
subterranean way. 

Mr. Feldstein said the sen- 
sitivity of the issue prevented him 
from going into details, but added, 
"my hope is that some progress 
wiD be made in the near-term''. 

Short-term rescue packages for 
an increasing number of dev- 
eloping countries, especially in 
Latin America, have prevented 
any major disruption to the fin- 
ancial system. 

But the risk of United States 
short-term interest rates rising 
further, increasing debt-service 
costs, has added an urgent dim- 
ension to the need for a longer- 
term solution. 

Mr. Feldstein was briefing rep- 
orters before returning to Was- 
hington following a two-day mee- 
ting of the 24-nation Organisation - 
for Economic Co-operation Dev- 
elopment (OECD) economic pol- 
icy committee. 

He had chaired the meeting 
which ended here Thursday. 

Pressed by reporters Mr. Fel- 
dstein said: “Ifs all under the 
table, negotiations are going on, 
there's lots of machinery’*. 

He described tbe timing of an 
agreements as a “serious pro- 
blem”. 

Mr. Feldstein said here two days 
ago that there is a risk U.S. short- 
term interest rates will go higher 
despite Mr. Reagan adm- 
inistration efforts to cut future 
high U.S. budget deficits. 

This increases the chances that 
debtor countries will have, to res- 
chedule their debt repayments 
again, and a consensus appears to 
be emerging that refinancing 
needs to be spread out over a lon- 
ger period than the present one- 
year deals. 

Mr. Feldstein said current talks 
were aimed at an intermediate 
solution. 

“There is a need to buy time, if 
the time is well used it would ena- 


ble countries to develop their exp- 
ort earnings”, he said. 

Senior officials from major cen- 
tral banks will meet in New York 
next week for a three-day seminar 
on the international debt crisis 
arranged by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York. 

Issues covered by the neg- 
otiations range from a five-year 
debt moratorium sought by some 
debtor countries to demands by 
creditors for payment of all int- 
erest on existing loans, with no 
new money being given to pay that 
interest, he added. 

Latin American countries have 
called for a long-term solution to 
the continent’s indebtedness and 
have met several times recently to 
plead for an easing of austerity 
programmes and softer lending 
terms so they can resume growth. 

Latin American countries have 
foreign debts totalling $336 bil- 
lion. 

Serious differences emerge 

' on new aid, trade pact 

Meanwhile, serious differences 
emerged in Suva. Fiji on Thursday 
night in negotiations between 64 
African, Caribbean and Pacific 
(ACP) states and the European 
Community (EC) on a new five- 
year trade and aid pact, ACP sou- 
rces said. 

A third round of ministerial 
talks between the two groups ran 
into problems on key issues inv- 
olving trade, the reckoning of the 
volume of EC aid under a new 
accord and an EC proposal to str- 
eamline the implementation of its 
assistance programmes, the sou- 
rces said. 

Tbe EC also rejected outright 
an ACP proposal to include in a 
new accord a mechanism to help 
those countries with serious for- 
eign debt problems, they said. 

Ministers and senior officials 
broke up into negotiating groups 
earlier Thursday aimed. at rea- 


ching common positions on a 
number of issues relating to trade, 
financial and technical co- 
operation, commodities, agr- 
iculture, mining and industry. 

The groups are likely to present 
their conclusions on Saturday to a 
plenary session of the ministerial 
meeting. 

Differences were unresolved at 
-the end of discussions Thursday 
night on the objectives of co- 
operation under a new agreement 
-and the application of financial 
and technical aid, according to 
ACP and an EC spokesman. 

The ACP bad rejected an EC 
initiative on the implementation 
of aid schemes and programmes to 
ensure they mesh into overall dev- 
elopment programmes, the ACP 
sources said. 

The EC rejected an ACP pro- 
posal that it determine certain cri- 
teria for assessing the volume of 
aid. 

The EC granted more than $6 
billion in aid and investment 
under the second Lome con- 
vention. 

There were also problems in the 
discussions on trade, particularly 
on the free access of ACP goods 
into EC markets. 

The ACP countries, which have 
free access to European Markets 
for more than 99 per cent of their 
exports, are asking for pre- 
ferential treatment for all pro- 
ducts, the spokesman said. 

U.S. committee approves 
preferential trade treatment 

On the other hand, the U.S. 
Senate finance committee Thu- 
rsday approved a 10- year renewal 
of a special trade programme all- 
owing some 3.000 imports from 
140 developing countries to enter 
the United States duty-free. 

The administration had req- 
uested the renewal beyond the 
Jan. 5. 1985 expiration date but 
promised Congress it would rem- 
ove many products competitive 
with American-made goods from 
the duty-free fist. 

The preferential trade tre- 
atment. known as the Generalised 
System of Preferences (GSP). 
benefits mainly Taiwan. South 
Korea. Hong Kong. Mexico and 
Brazil. 


Bolivian hunger strike* campaign spreads 


LA PAZ (R) — Fifty-six Bolivian 
union leaders have joined a hun- 
ger strike campaign to try to force 
the government to grant pay inc- 
reases and offset the effects of the 
country’s recent austerity pac- 
kage, according to union officials. 

Officials of the Industrial Wor- 
kers Union. said Thursday night 
that 3S local union leaders had 
joined 18 others in the protest 
which began on Wednesday. 

They said the fast would extend 
to shop-floor workers next week if 
the demands are not met. 

Bolivia Thursday was largely 
cripplied by the third and last day 
of a general strike called by_ the

The measures included a 75 per 
cent devaluation of the peso and 
raised the price of food, transport 
and fuel by between 110 and 600 
per cent. 

However the Industrial Wor- 
kers Union, which groups the 
country's second largest labour 
sector after the miners, said it 
would continue its stoppage ind- 
efinitely. 

The general strike shut mines, 
banks and factories and brought 
public transport to a halt. 

Officials of both the industrial 
workers and the communist-led 


Workers Confederation held talks 
Thursday with the government on 
the economic measures which 
have brought union and opp- 
osition charges that the left-wing 
administration of President Her- 
nau Siles Zuazo is playing into the 
hands of the International Mon- 
etary Fund and the United States. 

Meanwhile government off- 
icials said a high level delegation 
would fly to Washington at the 
weekend to discuss a $200 million 
loan Bolivia is seeking to help it 
deal with the acute soda! pro- 
blems caused by the austerity pac- 
kage. 


West agrees to reschedule 
Sudan’s ’84 debt repayments 

PARIS l R) — The Paris Club of Western creditor counrrics agreed 
Thursday to give Sudan 16 years to repay nearly $300 million of 
debts Falling due this year, diplomatic sources said. The rescheduling 
agreement, covering principal, interest and arrears, included a six- 
year grace period before the repayments begin, they said. It is the 
longest ever granted by the Paris Club. Last year the creditor nations 
rescheduled around $500 million worth of Sudanese debt rep- 
ayments due in 1983. The long repayment period reflected the 
extreme seriousness of Sudan's debt position. The country's annual 
debt servicing costs were still higher than its total export earnings, the 
sources said. Sudan is one of the world's poorest countries, largely 
depending on foreign aid for survival. Diplomats said its total debt to 
governments and commercial banks was between $7 and $7.5 billion, 
of which $ J . l billion was due to all creditors this year.

India can face Pakistani 
threat, minister says 


NEW DELHI (R) — Indian troops were fully pre- 
pared to meet any threat from Pakistani troop mov- 
ements along the Kashmir border between the two 
countries, Indian Defence Minister Ramaswamy 
Venkataraman told parliament Friday. 


“We are aware of Pakistani 
troop movements in northern Pak- 
istan occupied Kashmir and a car- 
eful watch is being kept on their 
activities/’ Mr. Venkataraman 
said. 

“If the threat from Pakistani 
troop movements escalated in that 
area or anywhere else Indian 
Armed Forces are fully prepared 
to meet it/' he added. 

India and Pakistan have fought 
two of their three wars over the 
mountainous state of Jammu and 
Kashmir, and Pakistan currently 
controls a third of the territory. 

Mr. Venkataraman said India 


had lodged a protest with Pakistan 
over intrusions into Indian air 
space a few days ago by a Pakistani 
helicopter and fighter aircraft. 

He said cross-border firing by 
Pakistani troops was common 
along the line of control in Kas- 
hmir, and Indian troops returned 
fire only if they were provoked. 

“We sincerely hope that Pak- 
istan would not take any action 
which would disrupt peace and 
tranquility and cause a setback to 
our efforts to improve relations 
with them,” Mr. Venkataraman 
said. 

The two countries are due to 


resume stalled talks on a no-war 
pact and a freidnship treaty in Isl- 
amabad on May 19. 

Hie Press Trust of India (PTI) 
Thursday quoted authoritative 
sources as saying Pakistan had 
dramatically increased troop 
strengths in Kashmir’s strategic 
Ladakh area. 

The news agency said Pakistani 
troop re-inforceraents included 
crack Baluchi soldiers and a com- 
mando battalion to be used for inf- 
iltration and guerrilla attacks on 
India. 

A war threat from Pakistan is ( 
likely to be a major theme in 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's 
Congress (I) Party strategy in 
India's election year. Mrs. Gan- 
dhi's son Rajiv said last February 
he believed Pakistan may invade 
the Indian sector of Kashmir wit- 
hin a year. 


‘U.S. pullout from UNESCO remains firm’ 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — .The 
Reagan administration's decision 
to withdraw from the United Nat- 
ions Educational. Scientific and 
Cultural Organisation (UNE- 
SCO) “was a correct one" and 
“remains absolutely firm,” State 
Department Counsellor Edward 
Derwinski told a congressional 
panel May 2. 

Mr. Derwinski said “events 
subsequent to our announcement 
(four months ago) at once confirm 
that our withdrawal notice was 
justified and show that a con- 
structive process has been set in 
motion. Whether that process ult- 
imately brings about the kind of 
basic change in LiNESCO that 


prompts us to reconsider our wit- 
hdrawal decision or fails to do so, 
and thus indicates the org- 
anisation's imperviousness to ref- 
orm. U.S. interests will have been 
served." 

As of now, he told a joint sub- 
committee of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee. UNESCO has 
not signalled a will to correct its 
deficiencies, and “as things stand, 
therefore, the administration’s 
intent to withdraw from UNE- 
SCO at the end of 1984 remains 
absolutely firm.'' 

Mr. Derwinski cited “pol- 
iticisation of UNESCO’s tra- 
ditional subjects, an endemic hos- 
tility towards the basic institutions 


of a free society, the most unr- 
estrained budgetary expansion in 
the United NaLions system, and 
poor management throughout the 
organisation” as the basic causes 
behind the U.S. decision. 

The State Department cou- 
nsellor noted that the U.S. action 
has provoked “an unprecedented 
reform effort among UNESCO 
member states/' particularly 
among Western countries. He said 
that 126 countries in Africa, Asia 
and Latin America with whom the 
United States has consulted “rec- 
ongnise that UNESCO has deep- 
seated management and pro- 
grammatic problems.” 


Turkey denies taking part in Paris blast 


ANKARA (R) — Turkey has 
moved quickly to deny res- 
ponsibility for bomb attacks, app- 
arently aimed at Armenians, 
which injured 13 peoples in the 
Paris suburb of Alfortville Thu- 
rsday night. 

“The Turkish state has nothing 
to do with terrorism. This is a fight 
among themselves. We have alw- 
ays acted coolly. It is a grave mis- 
take to play with terrorism.” 
Prime Minister Turgut Ozal told 
reporters Thursday night after 
hearing of the bombs. 

Foreign Minister Yahit Hal- 
efoglu told newsmen: “It is imp- 
ossible even to think that we were 
involved in such a thing. You'll 
have to look elsewhere for those 
responsible.” 

The Armenian National Mov- 
ement in Paris blamed the Turkish 
authorities for three blasts which 
wrecked a cafe, hit a sports centre 
and damaged a monument to 
Armenians killed in Turkey in 
1915. The monument's unveiling 


last weekend sparked a diplomatic 
row between Turkey and France. 

Turkish newspapers Friday 
front-paged the Paris explosions. 
“Statue Of Hatred Blown Up," 
ran one typical headline. The lat- 
est incidents plunged Turkish- 
French relations, already at a low 
ebb over what Ankara sees as 
French sympathy for Armenian 
militants, to new depths. 

Most of the victims were in a 
cafe in the suburb, which has the 
highest Armenian population of 
any community in France apart 
from Marseilles. 

Minutes after the first explosion 
at the cafe, another blast des- 
troyed a nearby Armenian mon- 
ument, and as rescue workers sea- 
rched the rubble a third bomb 
went off at a sports centre. 

Nine people were taken to hos- 
pital, two of them with serious fac- 
ial burns. 

Police evacuated a supermarket 
and an Armenian cultural centre 
and sealed off a large part of the 


Philadelphia fire rages 
out of control for 3 hours 


PHILADELPHIA (R) — Sparks 
from a welder's torch caused a fire 
that raged out of control for three 
hours in Philadelphia' s city centre 
Thursday, forcing the evaucation 
of over 20,000 people from 13 
buildings and two giant shopping 
malls, officials said. 

Two firefighters and two civ- 
ilians were injured in what fire off- 
icials said was the worst blaze in 
the city in living memory. Debris 
from the burning buildings rained 
down on the streets, causing four 
parked cars to explode. 

“I took one look at the fire and 
said the ‘hail mary’ ” said Fire 
Commissioner William Ric- 
hmond. 


The fire, which covered an area 
the size of a sq uare city block, took 
place five blocks from the city’s 
historic district, housing the Lib- 
erty Bell and Constitution Hall. 

It began in the Harrison Bui- 
lding, which was being renovated 
for new office space. Fire officials 
said it had apparently been caused 
by sparks from a welder's torch. 

The blaze quickly spread to an 
adjacent eight-storey building and 
four others, officials said. 

More than 250 firemen, a third 
of Philadelphia's force, battled the 
blaze, which took three hours to 
control. The blaze reduced the 
Harrison Building to only a shell. 
Smoke from the fire was visible 
miles away.

No-one immediately cliamed 
responsibility for the blasts, but a 
spokesman for the Armenian Nat- 
ional Movement (MNA) blamed 
the Turkish authorities. 

Joseph France schi, secretary of 
state for public security and also 
mayor of Alfortville, said on Sun- 
day that Turkey was distorting his- 
tory by refusing to acknowledge 
that 1.5 million Armenians were 
massacred in Turkey in 1915. 

Turkey denies the genocide 
charge. 

Interior Minister Gaston Def- 
ferre joined Mr. Franceschi on a 
visit to the scene of the blasts at 
Alfortville, where Armenian ref- 
ugees first gathered when they 
came to France in the early 1 920s. 

Mr. Franceschi later held an 
emergency meetingof his top adv- 
isers and afterwards told reporters 
he was stunned by what he called 
“these intolerable, blind attacks”.

WASHINGTON (R) — Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
Thursday reluctantly proposed 
cuts in 198? defence spending 
worth SI3.9 billion but said Con- 
gress risked national security by 
demanding the reductions. 

The savings would include an 
$8.5 billion reduction in weapons 
purchases and a $600 million cut 
in personnel costs but would 
leave untouched the development 
of major nuclear arms — the MX 
missile. B 1 bomber, and “Star 
Wars" space weapons. 

Mr. Weinberger told the Senate 
Armed Services Committee he 
made the recommendations not 
because they were correct but 
because they were agreed to by 
President Reagan and Senate 
Republicans as pan of plan to cut 
budget deficits over three years. 

The cuts added to the risk of 
national security, he said, adding: 
“The president knows that and it’s 
a risk Congress has mandated.” 

Democrats and Republicans 
warned Mr. Weinberger last Feb- 
ruary when the budget was unv- 
eiled that Mr. Reagan's 13 per 
cent defence increase for 1985 
would never be accepted. The 
defence secretary adamantly ref- 
used until Thursday to co-operate 
in recommending possible cuts. 



Hart faces uphill battle in Texas

Thatcher’s 
majorities 
slashed 
in polls 

LONDON (R) — Britain's Con- 
servative government took a ser- 
ies of knocks Friday in local and 
national polls. 

Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher’s government saw its maj- 
orities slashed in two of its safest 
parliamentary seats and lost con- 
trol of a string of local authorities. 

Results from town and rural 
authorities across the country 
showed 266 losses to 1 35 gains for 
rheCbnservatives, while the opp- 
osition Labour and Alliance par- 
ties made major gains. 

The results, on the fifth ann- 
iversary of Mrs. Thatcher's advent 
to power, were described by one 
cabinet minister. Environment 
Secretary Patrick Jenkin, as “dis- 
appointing for the government.” 

The Alliance of the centrist 
Liberal and Social Democratic 
Parties finished well ahead of opi- 
nion poll predictions in the 200- 
odd local councils. 

The Alliance also did far better 
against the Conservatives than the 
main opposition Labour Party. 

The Conservatives had lost con- 
trol of 14 city councils with most 
results declared, including Bir- 
mingham, where voters turned out 
what had come to represent a 
model of Thatcherite monetarist 
government. 

In the three parliamentary by- 
elections. which happened to fall 
on the same day as the local ele- 
ctions. Conservative majorities 
fell to 2.600 from 14,000 in the 
seat of Surrey south-west, in Lon- 
don' s outer commuter belt, and 
from 14.000 to less than 4,000 in 
Stafford, central England. 

The Labour Party comfortably 
held on to its stronghold of Cynon 
Valley, south Wales. 


Judge withholds 
David Kennedy’s 
autopsy report 

WEST PALM BEACH, Florida 
(R) — A judge Thursday refused 
to release results of an autopsy 
performed on David Kennedy, 
2 8 -year-old son of the late Sen- 
ator Robert Kennedy, who was 
found dead in a Palm Beach hotel 
room on April 25. 

Under Florida law. autopsy res- 1 
ults can be withheld from the pub- | 
lie while a criminal investigation is 
under way. 

County court Judge William 
Rudder said after a closed hearing 
that he was “ of the opinion there is 
still an organised criminal inv- 
estigation underway and that it is a 
good faith investigation." 

Preliminary tests indicated that 
traces of cocaine and the pai- 
nkiller demerol were found in 
David Kennedy's body, but the 
exact cause of deaLh will not be 
made public until the criminal inv- 
estigation ends and autopsy res- 
ults are released. 


DALLAS (R) — Gary Hart, see- 
king a victory over Walter Mon- 
dale in a major state in the race for 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination, finds out Saturday if his 
controversial sniping tactics have 
damaged the Mondale campaign 
in Texas. 

Opinion polls indicate Sen. 
Harfs caustic verbal efforts have 
had only a limited effect and ex- 
Vice President Walter Mondale is 
. favoured to triumph in the first 
stage of a complex balloting pro- 
cess to select the state's 169 del- 
egates for the Democratic Nat- 
ional Nominating Convention in 
San Francisco in July. 

The most recent poll showed 
Mr. Mondale backed by 44 per 
cent of those likely to attend the 
precinct caucuses (community 
meetings), against 29 per cent for 
Sen. Hart and 10 per cent for the 
Reverend Jesse Jackson. 

Colorado Senator Hart is not 


expected to fare much better in 
neighbouring Louisiana, which 
holds a primary election on Sat- 
urday to apportion 57 delegates. 

Sen. Hart's last significant suc- 
cess came in March, when he won 
in Connecticut to complete a 
sweep of New England states. 
Since then, he has chalked up only 
a couple of small caucus victories 
and he desperately needs to win a 
major state like Texas to generate 
fresh momentum. 

Before Saturday, Mr. Mondale 
enjoyed a wide lead with 1.201 
delegates against 661 for Sen. 
Hart and 201 for Rev. Jackson, 
according to unofficial estimates. 
A total of 1,967 is needed to win 
the Democratic nomination to 
face Republican. President Rea- 
gan, who is running for re-election 
in November. 

Sen. Hart has opened fire with 
both barrels in Texas, attempting 
to taint Mr. Mondale — who was 


vice president under Jimmy Car- 
ter — with the Carter adm- 
inistration’s failure to free the 
U.S. embassy hostages from Iran 
and accusing his rival of taking 
money from special interest gro- 
ups. 

Mr. Mondale has denied any 
impropriety over fund-raising but 
has agreed, to disband the so- 
called “ delegate committees” and 
refund their money. 

Sen. Hart’s Texas campaign 
chairman, Martin Frost, believes 
his man is poised to deal Mr. 
Mondale a stunning blow as his 
organisation has contacted more 
than 500,000 households and 
lined up thousands of supporters 
to attend the caucuses. 

. “Our people are going to be 
thereon Saturday. Our people will 
be there statewide.” Mr. Frost 
said. “If Gary Hart finishes first in 
Texas, that will be a sign nat- 
ionally that his campaign is very 
much alive.” 



Cosmonauts carry out 4th spacewalk 


MOSCOW (R)— Two Soviet 
cosmonauts on board the orbiting 
space station Salyut-7 carried out 
their fourth spacewalk Friday to 
continue maintenance on the 
craft’s propulsion uuit. 

Leonid Kizim and Vladimir 
Solovyov spent two hours 45 min- 
utes outside the space station and 


successfully installed a second 
additional fuel conduit. TASS 
News Agency reported. 

The third member of the Salyut 
crew, Oleg Atkov, remained on 
board as in past spacewalks to 
monitor their activities. 

Kizim and Solovyov were the 
first Soviet cosmonauts to carry 


out four successive spacewalks 
and have spent a total of 14 hours 
45 minutes outside the station in 
the past 12 days. 

The three earlier operations 
were also for maintenance work. 
The two men installed the first 
extra conduit last Sunday. 


Afghan rebels claim killing Soviet general 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan (R) — 
An Afghan rebel group said Fri- 
day it had killed a Soviet general it 
captured last month after the Red 
Army unleashed a heavy bombing 
campaign to win his release. 

About 150 guerrillas were also 
killed during the 1 1-day campaign 
to recapture the unnamed general 
said a spokesman for the group, 
which is known by the name of its 
leader Yunis Khalis. 

No independent confirmation 
of the report was immediately ava- 
ilable. 


The spokesman told journalists 
here that Khalis guerrillas cap- 
tured the general last month in 
Kunduz province near the Soviet 
border after defecting soldiers 
from nearby Soviet Tajikistan inf- 
ormed them of his whereabouts. 

The guerrillas successfully kid- 
napped him from a tank convoy 
they ambushed but later came 
under heavy bombardment and 
pressure from the government to 
release him, he said. 

A Soviet helicopter attack on 
the guerrillas in the third week of 


April killed about 90 rebel 1 
added. 

The rebels killed the general 
during the bombing rather than let 
him go free, the spokesman said. 

Guerrillas capturing Soviet sol- 
diers or officers usually try to 
smuggle them out to Pakistan as 
quickly as possible to interrogate 
them and show them off as proof 
of their fighting skills. 

But it appeared the generaTs 
captors kept him in Kunduz too 
long, allowing government inf- 
ormants to track his location and 
Soviet forces to harass the rebels. 


Ershad ends talks with opposition 


DHAKA (R) — Bangladesh Pre- 
sident Hossain Mohammad Ers- 
had could announce soon a new 
timetable for elections and restore 
the constitution he suspended in 
1 982, a Presidential Palace official 
said Friday. 

Gen. Ershad has finished pol- 
itical talks with the opposition on 
the country’s future and is exp- 
ected to annouce his decision in a 
national broadcast, an aide said. 

A.R. Yusuf, the presidential 
adviseron political affairs, said the 
broadcast on radio and television 
would summarise Gen- Ershacf s 
talks with nearly 350 political lea- 
ders on restoring democracy. 

Gen. Ershad told a public rally 


last week he would revive the con- 
stitution as it stood in 1982 and 
restore powers to the judiciary as a 
step towards democracy after 
more than two years of rule by his 
military administration. 

Mr. Yusuf said he hoped the 
announcement would be made 
this week before United Arab 
Emirates President Sheikh Zayed 
Ibn Sultan A1 Nahyan starts a 
five-day visit to Bangladesh from 
May 7. 

Two alliances of 22 opposition 
parries broke off a dialogue with 
Gen. Ershad last week, citing 
major differences. 

One group, led by Sheikh Has- 
ina Wazed, asked Gen. Ershad to 


partially restore the constitution 
in order to hold a parliamentary 
election. 

It said an elected parliament 
could then deal with other issues, 
including the Bangladeshi con- 
stitution and the election of a pre- 
sident. 

However, another alliance, 
headed by Begum Khaleda Zia. 
demanded restoration of the con- 
stitution as it stood before Gen. 
Ershad took power in a bloodless 
military coup in 1982. 

It also asked him to hold par- 
liamentary polls immediately and 
transfer power to elected rep- 
resentatives. 


Violence mars Philippines election campaign 


MANILA (R) — Violence and 
fresh charges of fraud are marring 
the campaign for elections to the 
Philippines National Assembly to 
be held only 10 days from Friday. 

Opposition leader Salvador 
Laurel said in a statement the rul- 
ing New Soviety Movement 
(KBL) Party of President Fer- 
dinand Marcos was buying votes 
and bribing poll inspectors app- 
ointed by his party, the United 
Nationalist Democratic Org- 
anisation (UNIDO). 

Mr. Laurel charged that mem- 
bers of citizen's election com- 
mittees were being forced to sign 
pre-tallicd returns and false ballot 
boxes were being prepared for 
switching with official boxes. 

He asked the KBL to" stop exp- 


loiting the poverty of the people 
by dangling money before them." 

The campaign has also been 
marred by violence. The gov- 
ernment has reported that at least 
650 people have died in incidents 
aimed at disrupting the election 
and blamed on Muslim sec- 
essionist and the Communist New 
Peoples' Army (NPA). 

Much of the violence has been 
reported from the southern island 
of Mindanao where both the Mus- 
lim More National Liberation 
Front (MNLF) and the NPA arc 
active. 

Mr. Marcos has ordered the 
148,000-strong armed forces to 
ensure the elections are peaceful 
and said the military would strike 
back with full force if the rebels 


continued rhe violence. 

Mr. Marcos and his supporters 
have dismissed charges of fraud 
and said the KBL would win bec- 
ause of its grassroots support and 
performance. 

The elections are the first since 
martial law was lifted in 1981. The 
Marcos administration hopes it 
will restore political and economic 
stability shaken by the killing last 
August of opposition leader Ben- 
igno Aquino at Manila Airport. 

But many opposition groups are 
boycotting the election, saying 
participation will “legitimise the 
dictatorship.” 

Supporters of the boycott mov- 
ement left Manila Friday in mot- 
orcades to campaign for then- 
cause in the countryside. 


Pope urges forgiveness in town of bloodshed 


KWANGJU. South Korea (R) — 
Pope John Paul came preaching 
forgiveness Friday to this southern 
city where 189 people were killed 
in an anti-government uprising in 
1980. 

Addressing a group of 72 con- 
verts receiving baptism in the Cat- 
holic faith, the. Pope said they 
were undergoing a spiritual reb- 
irth which required them to rem- 
ain free of hatred and rancour. 

“It means pardoning those who 
may have sinned against you.” the 
Pope said. 

Speaking on the second day of 
his four-day visit to South Korea 
the Pope alluded clearly to the 
events of May, 1980, when he 
said; 

“Forgiveness is an act which is 
greater than our poor hearts. It 
belongs to God alone. I am deeply 
aware of the deep wounds which 
pafn your hearts and souls from 
personal experiences and from 
recent tragedies, especially for 
those of you from Kwangju.” 

The Pope said the message of 
Christ was particularly relevant 
“for those who are haunted by the 
memory of the unfortunate events 
of this place.” 

The Pope told the converts that 
by accepting baptism they became 
instruments for easing“the pain of 
injured hearts that are filled with 


anxiety and bitterness.” 

In this way, the Pope said, "we 
can offer hope to those who suffer 
from oppression.” 

On his arrival in Seoul -Thu- 
rsday. the Pope spoke of the need 
for human rights in South Korea. 
South Korean authorities have 
declined to comment on whether 
they regarded this as criticism of 
the government of President Chun 
Doo-Hwan. 

The Pope Friday said a mass in 
Korean at a packed open air sta- 
dium here. 

A crowd of 70.000 shouted 
“Viva Papa" and waved South 
Korean and Vatican flags as the 
Pope entered the stadium, which 
was surrounded by hundreds of 
uniformed and plainclothes pol- 
ice. 

Relatives of some of those kil- 
led in the 1980 uprising told Reu- 
ters they were disappointed that 
the Pope was not visiting the cem- 
etery here where the victims were 
buried. Some relatives said they 
had been offered money to move 
their dead to other cemeteries, 
apparently in an attempt to blur 
memories of the 1980 repression. 

The cemetery has become a 
focal point for anti-government 
demonstrations in Kwangju. 

Police Thursday night con- 
fiscated statements prepared by 


relatives of the Kwangju dead 
demanding compensation from 
the government, relatives said. 

The statements were to have 
been distributed among the 400 
foreign reporters here to cover the 
Pope’s visit. 

Some relatives had prepared 
placards saying the Kwangju Inc- 
ident Is Permanent and Com- 
pensate For rhe Kwangju Upr- 
ising. but they said police pre- 
vented them displaying the pos- 
ters. 

In Seoul police Thursday night 
fired tear gas against dem- 
onstrating students just 500 met- 
res from where the Pope was vis- 
iting a seminary. 

Students in dozens of campuses 
around the country have been sta- 
ging regular demonstrations aga- 
inst the government, demanding 
the restoration of full democracy, 
a free press and removal of bans 
on some opposition politicians. 

The Pope later flew from Kwa- 
ngju to the leper island of Sorokdo 
about hajf-a-milc off the south- 
western tip of the Korean pen- 
insula. 

About 500 of the National Lep- 
rosy Hospital's 2,345 patients, 
many of them elderly and severely 
scarred by Hansen's Disease (lep- 
rosy), waited in a light drizzle to

greet the pontiff when his hel- 
icopter landed in a nearby field. 

The Pope shook the lepers’ 
hands as he moved among them in 
the rain. 

The pontiff then went to the 
hospital's modern auditorium 
where he addressed about 700 
patients, with those most disabled 
by the disease sitting in wheel- 
chairs. 

In an emotional address, the 
Pope consoled the infirm, telling 
them that suffering was often the 
key to truly understanding Jife. 

A Vatican spokesman said the 
Pope was leaving a donation of 
$25,000 to the institute. 


- Gunman kills 
, 2 policemen, himself 

[ MOSCOW (R) — A drunken 
j gunman who was in a jealous rage 
with his wife shot dead two Soviet 
policemen and then turned the 
weapon on himself, a Moscow 
newspaper reported Friday. The 
gunman, an excavator driver 
named as Gavrilenko. began acc- 
using his wife of infidelity after a 
fierce drinking bout last week at 
his home in Tedzhen, near the 
Soviet border with Iran, the daily 
Trud reported. When she sought 
refuge with neighbours he took 
out a hunting rifle and rampaged 
through the building trying to find 
her. Trud said that when police 
surrounded the apartment bloc 
where they lived, Gavrilenko took 
pot shots at them from his balcony 
and killed two before taking his 
own life with his last bullet. 

Kenya developing 
big crocodile farm 

MOMBASA, Kenya (R) — The 
world’s biggest crocodile farm, 
due to house 20,000 crocodiles by 
1986, is being developed near 
here, its organisers told Reuters 
Thursday. About 650 crocodiles, 
trapped in a four-month exercise 
along the Tana River, north of 
Mombassa. are already installed 
on the eight hectare site in an old 
quarry north of the city. "We exp- 
ect to trap thousands of crocodiles 
for the farm over the next four 
years.” Managing Director Evi 
Feldman said. There are also 700 
eggs waiting to be hatched. Aro- 
‘ und 3.000 animals a year would be 
cropped, with exports of their 
skins earning about a million shi- 
llings ($70,000) a year, he added. 
CrocodDes kill many people along 
the Tana, Kenya's longest river, 
and are a menace to farmers and 
fishermen. Local tribesmen say 
they would welcome a reduction 
in their numbers. The farm, exp- 
ected to be fully operational in 
1988. is to be developed with a 
tourist complex and a research 
centre to breed crocodiles, pro- 
viding a big attraction for the tho- 
usands of tourists who visit 
Kenya's Indian Ocean coast, Mr. 
Feldman said. 

Ministry blocks 
transport of statue 

ROME (R) — The Italian Arts 
Ministry has blocked the dep- 
arture of a Michelangelo mas- 
terpiece that was due to leave 
Thursday for an exhibition in the 
United States. The two metre 
marble statue of Christ with the 
cross was due to go on display a 
Roman Catholic pavilion at an 
international exhibition in New 
Orleans. The Ministry said it had 
blocked the move, at least tem- 
porarily, while it decided if the trip 
was safe. The statue has been in 
the church of Santa Maria Sopra 
Minerva in central Rome since the 
renaissance artist put it there in 
, 1521 . Giulio Carlo Argan. art his- 
torian and former Communist 
mayor of Rome, said the trip 
would be dangerous. Letting the 
statue go would be “an uni- 
maginable scandal". A few 
months ago the Italian gov- 
ernment blocked a U.S. request 
for a loan of statues, saying that a 
group of ancient Greek statues, 
the Riace bronzes, were too del- 
icate to go on display in Los Ang- 
eles during the Olympics this 
summer. 

1,093 people die 
of dysentery 


NEW DELHI (R) — At least 
1.095 people have died of dys- 
entery and gastro-enteritis in the 
Indian state of West Bengal, the 
Press Trust of India (PTI) rep- 
orted. The news agency quoted 
the state's Chief Secretary S.V. 
Krishn an as saying that 123 deaths 
had been reported in the past 24 
hours in a state-wide epidemic 
that broke out last March. Mr. 
Krishnan told reporters in Cal- 
cutta that 26.1 00 other people had 
been affected by intestinal dis- 
eases caused by polluted drinking 
water. In New Delhi, Indian Hea- 
lth Minister B. Shank aranand lord 
the national parliament the gov- 
ernment was rushing medicines to 
West Bengal. He said most of the 
victims of the epidemic were chi- 
ldren. 

Truck kills tired 
frog catchers 

JAKARTA (R) — A vegetable 
truck ran over and killed two men 
who went to sleep in the middle of 
a road in West Java after catching 
frogs all day, the Jakarta Post said 
Thursday. The paper said the dri- 
ver mistook the two men asleep 
under a blanket for a heap of 
straw. He was detained by police.
